CHINA. 


TRADE CONDITIONS IN 1929-30. 


The net value of the foreign trade of China during 
1929 amounted to the record sum of 2,281 million 
Haikwan taels. Imports, as compared with 1928, 
which was the previous highest record, increased by 
more than 69 millions and exports by 24 millions. 
The sterling value of this trade at the average rate of 
exchange of 2s. 743d. amounted to £3802,413,089 as 
compared with £319,554,403 in 1928, when the rate 
of conversion was 2s. 11; kd. 

While every credit must be given to the marvellous 
vitality of trade in China, which, in spite of all the 
evils it has had to contend with, has achieved these 
record figures, it would be idle to suppose, writes the 
Acting Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai, in his 
Report on Economic Conditions in China,* that the 
period under review has been a successful one from 
the merchants’ point of view. It is to be feared that 
the increase in value shown in the Customs returns 
was due more to higher prices and the fall in silver 
exchange rather than to any increase in the volume 
of trade. 

The most distressing feature has been, of course, 
the unprecedented fall in the value of silver. This 
has meant that in many cases dealers have been 
unable or have refused to take deliveries, or only on 
such terms as have meant a loss to the importer. In 
practice it has been generally found impossible to 
obtain redress in Chinese courts against defaulting 
dealers. It might have been expected that, as a 
corollary, exports would have boomed, but the market 
has been affected by world-wide depression and the 
fact that buyers have held off in the hope of obtaining 
even lower prices owing to the uncertainty as to when 
the limit in the fall in exchange would be reached. 

The efforts of the Government to rehabilitate the 
financial position of the country have been rendered 
nugatory by civil war and insurrection, which have 
dislocated main arteries of trade. In many districts 
bumper crops were harvested, but lack of transport 
prevented farmers from marketing their produce. It 
is distressing to think that, in spite of her vast and 
fertile tracts of agricultural land, China was obliged 
to import foodstuffs in the form of cereals alone, 
during 1929, to the value of 143 million Haikwan taels, 
or 11 per cent. of her total import trade, and if sugar, 
which is a commodity indigenous to China, is included, 
the sum of 98 million taels must be added. During 
the first six months of 1930 large quantities of rice 
were imported from Burma and Saigon. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 

In regard to the distribution of trade, it is found 
that, excluding Hong Kong from the British Empire 
for purposes of comparison, Japan easily retains the 
premier position, although, owing to the Japanese 
boycott in 1929, the balance of trade in her favour 
was considerably reduced. 

The British Empire, excluding Hong Kong, retained 
her position, and can lay claim to 21°6 per cent. of 
the import trade, as against 19-6 in 1928. America 
again strengthened her position, taking second place 
to Japan in imports, while Germany, Belgium, Italy 
and the Dutch Indies all advanced their statistical 
position in the China market. 

It is interesting to note that the percentage of 
revenue contributed by Shanghai in 1929 was 45-44, 
as compared with 40°88 in 1929, the next highest being 
Tientsin, which contributed 10 per cent., as compared 
with 10-91 in 1928. It is not unlikely that the trade 
of China will concentrate more and more in Shanghai, 
and it is to be hoped that the facilities offered by the 
port will keep pace with the demands placed on it.

BritisH TRADE WITH CHINA. 


In view of the visit of the British Economic Mission 
to China, the following suggestions as to what can 
be done to assist the sale of British goods in this 
market should be regarded as being of a more or 
less provisional nature. 

One has so constantly heard on all sides that there 
is ‘‘ nothing doing,’’ that markets are dull and that 
business is impossible under existing conditions, that a 
too pessimistic viewpoint may have been unconsciously 
acquired. For this reason the Commercial Counsellor 
again emphasises the fact that friendly relations have 
been restored between the British and Chinese 
merchants and people as a whole. British goods are 
popular, our reputation for fair dealing still holds 
good, but price, price, price is the dominating factor. 
It has been said, and probably not without truth, that 
whereas there are constant reports of stagnation in 
the old-established lines of business, the balance of 
British trade is being made up in other directions. 
Furthermore, that while it is known that certain firms 
with large overhead charges have not been in the 
most prosperous condition in recent years, banks have 
found that there has been the tendency for business 
to spread itself over a large number of small concerns 
able to exist on minute margins of profit. 


It cannot be too strongly emphasised that trading 
conditions have changed and are changing very 
rapidly. Tariff autonomy was restored to China as 
from February 1, 1929, and one year later saw the 
introduction of the gold unit in place of the Haikwan 
tael as the basis of duty payments. The new system, 
while quite fair in principle, has added considerably 
to the silver amount of duties on imports. Competi- 
tion from countries such as Italy, Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, ete., which formerly were not largely con- 
cerned in exports to China, is becoming more and 
more severe. 

The increasing tendency towards direct trading, the 
fostering of home industries and restrictive legislation 
on the part of the Chinese Government are all factors 
which will have to be reckoned with. The days of 


large profits in old-established lines of trade are gone,,. 


and only the closest co-operation between the manu- 
facturer and the agent or merchant here can help 
British trade to regain its former pre-eminence. 


NoTes on Some LEADING IMPORTS. 


The import of cotton goods, excluding cotton yarn 
and raw cotton, amounted in 1929 to 174-22 million 
Haikwan taels, an increase of some 900,000 taels as 
compared with 1928. This still remains by far the 
most important branch of China’s import trade, but 
although the figures show an increase, the past year 
can only be described as a most disappointing one, 
to which civil war, disturbed conditions up-country 
and fall in the value of silver have all contributed. 

The demand for artificial silk yarn continued to 
increase during 1929, but although the actual amount 
imported was some 20,000 piculs more than in 1928, 
the value, 15,572,223 Haikwan taels, was some 
800,000 taels lower than in 1928. This was due not 
only to the fall in prices on the home markets, but 
also the fact that the weaving and knitting trade has 
now found it possible to use lower grade yarns. Com- 
petition among importers was extremely keen and the 
margin of profit at which business was done very 
small. In the finer grades, the British article was 
able to hold its own. 

The canning industry, which is rapidly growing, was 
responsible for a steady demand for tinned plates 
both from America and England, while the mining 
industry, particularly the salt mines in Szechwan, 
absorbed large quantities of wire rope, the bulk of 
Which was supplied by British and American manu- 
facturers. Owing to the financial condition of the 
railways, imports of iron rails decreased by over one 
million piculs, but standard articles, such as bars, 
angles, sheets and plates, all showed an increase. The

total value of the imports of metals and minerals 
amounted to 70,855,152 Haikwan taels, as against 
67,555,901 taels in 1928. 

Imports during 1929 of the principal classes of 
machinery, such as agricultural, electric power station, 
printing and bookbinding, propelling, pumping and 
textile, exceeded those of the previous year by more 
than 10 million Haikwan taels, the principal increase 
being in textile machinery. In spite of this, however, 
business for the period under review can only be 
described as moderately satisfactory. A certain 
number of contracts have, of course, been placed 
during the present year, of which British manufac- 
turers have probably had their fair share, but it will 
be readily understood that lack of funds and low 
exchange have prevented the carrying out of schemes 
involving the purchase of machinery of all types. Fer 
some reason or other German and other Continental 
firms appear to be able to accept contracts on extended 
terms of credit such as no British firm can look at. It 
is pleasant to be able to record that British flour mill- 
ing machinery appears to have firmly established itself 
in the market in place of American machinery, which 
formerly predominated. In textile engineering, British 
goods have a firm hold on the market, but in regard 
to electrical engineering it is to be regretted that 
British firms have lost ground. The eriticism is made 
that Continental and American electrical firms are 
exceedingly well organised, and they have had well- 
organised offices in China for many years. 

There is a trend towards better and faster aniline 
dyes which the Chinese public are being trained to 
appreciate, thanks to a widespread publicity campaign 
on the part of the dyestuff manufacturers, but trade 
during the first eight months of 1980 remained dull. 
While German products still hold a dominating posi- 
tion, figures indicate that imports of British, American 
and French manufacturers are increasing. 

Imports of soda ash during 1929 amounted to 934,530 
piculs, as against 845,861 piculs in 1928, and although 
there was a falling off in imports of caustic soda, the 
figures for those of British manufacture for the first 
eight months of 19380 show an increase of nearly 30 per 
cent. in the case of soda ash and of 12 per cent. in 
the case of caustic soda. The trade may be said to 
be practically entirely in British hands, and although 
the fall in exchange has necessitated an increase in 
prices, demand has remained steady. There are signs 
that attempts are to be made to introduce Russian soda 
ash into the market, which may make it necessary 
to reduce prices in order to defeat this competition. 

In chemical fertilisers business was very satis- 
factory. The bulk of the trade is in sulphate of 
ammonia, imports of which in 1929 amounted to 
1,857,859 piculs, as compared with 1,754,831 piculs 
in 1928. By far the largest proportion of imports are 
of British manufacture, and the figures for the first 
eight months of this year show an increase of nearly 
60 per cent. as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. Germany stands next in the field, 
and while American imports have declined, there was a 
slight import of Dutch and Japanese manufactures. 


Hints Tro MERCHANTS AND MANUFACTURERS, 

(1) Mnquiries.—Information as to trade conditions 
in China, openings for the sale of British goods and 
names of reliable firms able to act as representatives 
or agents for this purpose can be obtained from the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 85, Old Queen Street, 
london, S.W. 1, and it is strongly recommended that 
persons seeking information on these points should 
apply first to the Department. To broadcast letters of 
enquiry, circulars and catalogues to Consulates in this 
country without any regard to conditions prevailing in 
the districts to which they are addressed is merely a 
waste of time and money. )

(2) Agencies and Representatives. —This question is 
an increasingly complicated one, largely owing to the 
growing share taken by Chinese firms in the foreign 
trade of the country, The general depression in trade 
which has prevailed during the period under review, 
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the introduction of new legislation by the National 
Government, the growth of local industries, increasing 
competition on the part of foreign countries and the 
general uncertainty as regards the future, particularly 
in respect of taxation, have made firms reluctant to 
branch out into new lines. The big houses have all 
the agencies they can carry, and the tendency is to 
cut down staffs rather than increase them, while the 
small man cannot do the necessary spade work unless 
he receives financial assistance to meet overhead 
charges from the manufacturer. 

It is pleasant to be able to record that during the 
year certain British interests have sent members of 
their boards to visit China and study conditions on the 
spot. In most cases much benefit has been derived, 
and the practice is one which cannot be too strongly 
recommended. 

(3) Direct Trading with Chinese Firms.—There can 
be no doubt that the desire on the part of the Chinese 
merchant to deal direct with the manufacturer or mer- 
chant abroad is on the increase, nor is there any reason 
in principle why this desire should be discouraged. In 
certain ways a Chinese firm may be a more successful 
agent than a British one for the sale of British goods; 
their overhead costs are lower, and their connections 
with the Chinese buyer, especially up-country, probably 
much closer. The objection, of course, is the difficulty 
of ascertaining the real financial standing of a Chinese 
firm, and, it must be confessed, the difficulty of 
obtaining redress through Chinese courts during this 
transition period. 

(4) Advertising.—The development in commercial 
advertising continues to grow. The local directory for 
Shanghai gives the names of 22 advertising agencies, 
both foreign and Chinese, and great advances have 
been made in the use of Neon Lights. Again, how- 
ever, the complaint is made that the British manufac- 
turer will not assist his agent in advertising. 


COAL, IRON AND STEEL. 


PRODUCTION AND WHOLESALE PRICES 
IN CERTAIN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 
AND IN THE UNITED STATES. 


The following tables contain particulars of the pro- 
duction of coal, pig iron, and crude steel in certain 
Continental European countries and in the United 
States in each month from October, 1929, to Octo- 
ber, 1930. They also show the average monthly 
production in 1929 as compared with each of the three 
previous years, and with 1924. The corresponding 
figures of production in the United Kingdom are added 
for purposes of comparison. The quantities produced 
are given in thousands of English tons (2,240 Ibs.) in 
each case. 

In the notes following the tables, reference is made 
to the fluctuations in price of a few representative kinds 
of iron and steel in France, Germany, Belgium, and 
the United States.

From the information available as to furnaces in 
blast, it appears that the average output of pig iron 
per furnace for the month of October was 4,150 tons 
in the United Kingdom, 5,860 tons in France, 5,490 
tons in Belgium, 9,880 tons in Germany, and 18,500 
tons in the United States. 


FRANCE. 


Although a further expansion in coal output was 
shown by the returns for October, and production 
was the highest since the early months of the year, 
the increase was apparently of a seasonal character. 
The rate of pig iron output was about the same as 
in September, when the tonnage produced daily 
showed the lowest average recorded since January, 
1928. The October production averaged 26,340 tons 
per calendar day, as against 26,240 tons in September, 
and 28,150 tons in October, 1929. Furnaces in blast 
at the end of October numbered 139, as compared 
with 140 a month earlier, and 157 a year earlier. The 
aggregate October pig iron output (816,660 tons) in- 
cluded 27,550 tons of forge and Bessemer iron, 
124,960 tons of foundry, 633,650 tons of basic, and 
30,500 tons of other descriptions of pig iron. The total 
tonnage of steel ingots and castings made in October 

ras higher than that for each of the four previous 
months, and was the fourth highest aggregate so far 
recorded this year. 





Iron and Steel Prices.—On the inland market it was 
reported at the beginning of November that the phos- 
phoric branch of the Office de Statistiques de Produits 
Metallurgique (O.8.P.M.), which controls the price 
of that grade of pig iron, will be dissolved as from 
December 31 next. Although, nominally, the rates 
fixed by this association still remain current, it appears 
that the market situation is irregular and that pro- 
ducers have made considerable concessions to obtain

business. Prices for semi-products and joists fixed by 
the Comptoir Sidérurgique were unchanged during 
November. In the open market, merchant bars and 
sheets up to 8 mm, showed little movement during 
the month. On export account, it was reported that 
the Franco-Belgian-Luxemburg combine for the export 
of phosphoric pig iron will also be dissolved as from 
December 31. Prices for semi-finished and finished 
material yielded slightly during the first three weeks 
of November, but a sharp advance occurred at the end 
of the month. Representative export quotations (f.o0.b. 
Antwerp) at the beginning of December included the 
following : —Phosphoric pig iron (to overseas destina- 
tions), £3; blooms, 140 mm. and over, £3 5s.; billets, 
2 in.-24in., £3 10s. ; sheet bars, £5 15s.; joists (stan- 
dard tieaah £3 15s.; bars, £4 5s. to £4 7s.

GERMANY. 


The increased output of coal in October appears to 
indicate a seasonal expansion expected towards the 
close of the year. A slight check to the shrinkage of 
pig iron and crude steel production, which has _ pro- 
ceeded since the beginning of the year, was indicated 
by the returns for October. The tonnage of pig iron 
made during the month represented an average rate 
of 21,820 tons per calendar day, as against 21,410 tons 
in September, and 86,740 tons in October, 1929. The 
number of furnaces in blast at the end of October 
was 68, as against 69 at the beginning of the month, 
ind 102 at the end of October, 1929. The October 
ageregate (676,450 tons) included 93,220 tons of 
foundry and hematite (including direct castings), 
466,670 tons of basic, and 116,560 tons of ferro-alloys. 
The make of steel ingots and castings averaged 31,210 
tons daily in October (27 working days), as compared 
with averages of 80,810 tons in September (26 working 
days), and 50,210 tons in October, 1929 (27 working 
days). The production of finished steel products in 
October (27 working days) was 612,610 tons, as com- 
pared with 567,680 tons in September (26 working 
days), and 956,590 tons in October, 1929 (27 working 
days). 


[ron and Steel Prices.—Inland prices remained un- 
changed during November. On the Hamburg market, 
in upward movement of export prices was indicated 
towards the end of November. Quotations for semi- 
finished material were reported higher at the end of 
November by from 4s. to 5s. per ton, as compared with 
October. Bars advanced from £3 19s. at the begin- 
ning of the month to £4 7s. 6d., joists from £3 10s. to 
{5 15s., and plates from £4 10s. to £417s. 6d. Medium 
sheets and thin sheets were dearer by from 7s. to 10s. 
per ton. 


BELGIUM. 


As in the case of France and Germany, the returns 
ior October indicate a seasonal expansion of coal out- 
put, the aggregate for the month being the highest 
recorded since the early part of the year. On the basis 
of 26°8 working days reported for the month, the Octo- 
ber production represented an average daily output of 
31,250 tons, as compsred with 88,140 tons in Septem- 
ber (25-6 working days) and 87,300 tons in October, 
1929 (25-7 working days). Coal stocks at the end of 
October amounted to 2,184,600 tons, compared with 
1,948,340 tons at the end of September, and 275,560 
tons at the end of October, 1929. From these figures it 
will be seen that the rise of stocks in October (236,000 
tons) more than offset the increased aggregate output 
over the previous month (189,000 tons). A further de- 
cline in the production of pig iron was recorded in 
October, the output for the month, both in the agere- 
gate, and on a daily basis, being the lowest this year, 
with the exception of that for August. The production 
of pig iron averaged 7,890 tons per calendar day in 
October, as against averages of 8,220 tons in Septem- 
ber, 1980, and 11,440 tons in October, 1929. Furnaces 
in blast at the end of October numbered 43, as com- 
pared with 46 at the end of September, and 58 at the

end of October, 1929. The total output of steel 
ingots and castings during October was also the small- 
est recorded this year, with the exception of the August 
cutput. The production of finished steel products in 
October amounted to 217,260 tons, as compared with

UNITED STATES. 

The aggregate October coal output (46,184,000 tons) 
includec 39, 420,000 tons of bituminous and 6,764,000 
tons of anthracite. The bituminous tonnage was the 
highest recorded since January last, while that for 
anthracite was the highest so far reported this year. 
On the basis of 27 working days reported for the month, 
the production of bituminous coal represented a daily 
rate of 1,460,000 tons, as compared with 1,363,000 tons 
in September (25-3 working days), and 1,725,000 tons 
in October, 1929 (27 wor king day s). The October ton- 
nage of anthracite coal produced, averaged 260,000 
tons daily as against 189,000 tons in September (25 
working days), and 275,600 tons in October, 1929 (26 
working days). Further contraction of pig iron and 
crude stecl output was shown in October. The daily 
rate of pig iron output, which averaged 69,830 tons per 
calendar day, as against 75,890 tons in September, and 
115,750 tons in October, 1929, was the smallest since 
September, 1924, when it averaged 68,440 tons. The 
October steel ingot output represented the lowest daily 
average since August, 1924. Production averaged 
100,760 tons per working day, as compared with 110,310 
tons in September, _ (27 working days), and 167,940 
tons in October, 1924 ) (27 working days). 


Iron and Steel Prices.—In the pig iron market, 
prices for the No. 2 foundry description were reduced 
at Pittsburgh and at Cincinnati by 50 cents per gross 
ton (2,240 ibs.) in the middle of November. Among 
the descriptions of finished steel, the Pittsburgh quota- 
tion for cold finished bars was lowered by 0-10 cents 
per lb. at the beginning of November, whilst, towards 
the end of the month, concessions were made at the 
same centre for hot and cold rolled strips. Several re- 
ductions were also shown among sheet prices. Prices 
for old material at the principal centres continued to 
decline throughout the month. Representative quota- 
tions for iron and steel at the end of November were: 
No. 2 foundry pig iron, Philadelphia, 18 dollars, 26 
cents; No. 2 foundry pig iron, Valley furnace, 17 
dollars; re-rolling billets, Pittsburgh, 31 dollars; sheet 
bars, Pittsburgh, 81 dollars; and forging billets, Pitts- 
burgh, 86 dollars; all prices per ton (2,240 lbs.). The 
following were representative quotations (per lb. to 
large buyers) for certain finished steel products: Bars, 
Chicago, 1-70 cents; tank plates, Pittsburgh, 1-60 cents; 
and structural shapes, Chicago, 1-70 cents.

ADOPTION OF ‘*SUMMER TIME” IN 
ARGENTINA. 


The British Commercial Counsellor at Buenos Aires 
reports that the President of the Provisional Govern- 
ment has signed a decree adopting summer time, con- 
sisting of an advance of sixty minutes for the period 
each year from September 1 to March 31. For the 
present year summer time was introduced on Decem- 
ber 1 last. 

The President pointed out that this measure was 
taken in view of the favourable experience of other 
nations, and the necessity particularly at present of 
practising economy as much by the public as by the 
State. He added that the movement in favour of 
summer time received considerable support from in- 
dustry, commerce and producers generally. 


EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT CONTRACT 
CONDITIONS. 


REMISSION OF FINES. 


Inder the terms of Article 85, Chapter IV, of the 
‘* Réglement des Magasins ’’ (Stores Regulations), the 
Heads of Administrations are authorised to remit the 
fines inflicted on contractors and suppliers if the delay 
is solely due to a case of force majeure and provided 
the Government has not suffered thereby any pre- 
judice, direct or indirect. 

The Ministry has found, however, that abuses have 
frequently resulted in the remission of fines imposed 
on contractors and suppliers who have transgressed the 
clauses and conditions of their contracts, states a 
Circular (No. 33 of 1930), issued by the Ministry of 
Finance and published in the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’”’ of 
October 27. 

The Ministry has therefore decided to modify the 
terms of the above-mentioned Article 85, as follows :— 

‘* In the event of delay in delivery or of infraction 
of the clauses and conditions of the ‘ Cahier des 
charges’ and provided the Administration considers 
that the State will not thereby suffer any prejudice or 
inconvenience whatever, the fines can be remitted bv 
the Administration concerned, but only after the 
srounds in support of such action have been submitted 
to the Ministry of Finance and its approval therefor 
has been obtained.”’

As compared with October, 1929, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco, raw materials and manufactured articles in the 
month under survey declined by Rs. 30 lakhs, Rs. 22 lakhs 
and Rs. 5,91 lakhs to Rs. 3,03 lakhs, Rs. 1,52 lakhs and 
Rs. 7,93 lakhs respectively. Under food, drink and tobacco, 
imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above, including beet sugar, 
increased by 28,000 tons in quantity, but the value fell by 
Rs. 14 lakhs, while imports of wheat rose by 12,000 tons in 
quantity and by Rs. 13 lakhs in value. Imports of ciga- 
rettes, which were valued at Rs. 15 lakhs in October, 1929, 
fell to Rs. 7 lakhs. Under raw materials, imports of kero- 
sene oil rose by 4 million gallons in quantity and by Rs. 19 
lakhs in value, while other mineral oils dropped by Rs. 11 
lakhs in value. The value of ‘‘ precious stones and pear!s 
unset ’’ imported fell away to Rs. 5 lakhs from Rs. 16 lakhs 
in October, 1929. Under manufactured articles, imports of 
cotton yarn and manufactures declined by Rs. 2,91 lakhs. 
Imports of twist and yarn recorded a decrease of nearly half 
a million Ibs. in quantity and of Rs. 16 lakhs in value. A 
decrease in imports of cotton piece-goods was reported under 
all the three sub-divisions, namely, grey, white and coloured. 
Imports of grey goods amounted to 15 million yards, valued 
at Rs. 27 lakhs, as compared with 67 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 1,54 lakhs in October, 1929, while those of white and 
coloured goods totalled 13 and 14 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 29 and Rs. 39 lakhs, as against 26 and 38 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 76 and Rs. 1,21 lakhs respectively a year ago. 
Imports of iron and steel fell by Rs. 54 lakhs, of which sheets 
and plates accounted for Rs. 37 lakhs and steel bars Rs. 9 
lakhs. Machinery and mill work, including belting, recorded 
a decrease of Rs. 39 lakhs, and woollen manufactures of 
Rs. 27 lakhs. The other noticeable declines were unde:

struments (— Rs. 17 lakhs), piece-goods of cotton and arti- 
ficial silk (— Rs. 17 lakhs), apparel (— Rs. 11 lakhs), glass 
and earthenware (— Rs. 11 lakhs), and motor cars (— Rs. 9 
lakhs). 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco in October, 1930, com- 
pared with October, 1929, decreased by Rs. 1,21 lakhs to 
Rs. 5,25 lakhs, owing mainly to declines in shipments of rice 
and tea.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa: -- 

Increased seasonal business activity is reported from 
Cape Town, Durban and Johannesburg, but on the whole 
the improvement is not up to normal. In view of the low 
prices for wool, maize and produce generally and the pre- 
valence of drought in many inland districts the immediate 
outlook is not encouraging. Farming conditions remain 
good im the coast districts of Cape Province and Natal but 
the position 1s unsatisfactory inland, particularly in the 
Free State and Western Transvaal. Only isolated showers 
have fallen in the past month and soaking rains are badly 
needed. 

The Transvaal gold output in November (25 working 
days) was 884,753 fine ozs., valued at £3,758,192, compared 
with 861,593 ozs., valued at £3,659,814 in November, 1929 
(26 working days). The native labour supply decreased 
from 206,778 to 205,030. There is little change in the 
diamond position. The agreement between the Govern- 
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ment and the syndicate is expected to be signed before the 
end of the year. 

Railway earnings from November 9 to December 6 
amounted to £1,909,042, or £162,958 below the estimate. 
Total earnings from April 1 to December 6 were 
£17,075,026, or £1,424,974 below the estimate, compared 
with £18,256,595 for the corresponding period of 1929. 

The local maize market has been erratic owing to specu- 
lation in consequence of the acute drought up-country. 
There is little export activity. Exports of maize and maize 
products from July 1 to November 30 totalled 6,207,385 
bags. ‘The weather is unfavourable for planting. 


Woot, Skins, Hes, ETc. 

Disappointing features have developed on the local wool 
markets and values have declined about 10 per cent. At 
a conference of the Wool Council and brokers it was 
decided to suspend all sales in the Union from December 20 
to January 5 and to ration the offerings when the sales 
are resumed. Minimum prices have been fixed for certain 
types and producers and brokers are being asked to resist 
sales below these figures. 

The mohair market remains depressed. Sales of selected 
winter hair have been made at 63d., and there is some 
interest in good average types at 6d., in shorts at 5d. and 
locks at 8d. Basuto mohair remains neglected. 

Prices for sheepskins have declined further by a farthing, 
but capes are unchanged, owing to the scarcity of supplies. 
Goatskins have declined by 13d. to 1$d. since the end of 
of October, but sellers are now meeting the market. Hides 
are decidedly easier and the market is more in keeping 
with c.i.f. quotations. 

The ostrich feather market has shown a further improve- 
ment of 10 to 15 per cent. for wings. The prospects for 
next year appear to be hopeiul. The last public sale was 
held on December 8 and the market will be closed until 
January 5. 

Larger supplies of wattle bark are coming forward. 
Prices are easier, exporters indicating £6 15s. for chopped 
delivered at Durban. Sales of extract have been made 
on the basis of £22 12s. 6d. to the United Kingdom. 

Exports of sugar to date total about 150,000 tons, leaving 
about 38,000 tons to be shipped. 

The industrial position is practically unchanged. Boot 
mauutacturers remain well employed. Port Elizabeth 
reports increased demand for agricultural implements, but 
trade at Cape Town is again very quiet. Cape Town soft 
goods merchants report satisfactory business in that city 
with a slight improvement in country trade. Retailers 
are doing brisk seasonal trade.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
INDUSTRY AND TRADE. 

Reports on current industry and trade continue irregular 
and lacking in definite trend, states the National City 
Bank of New York. So far as manufacturing activities 
are concerned, this is not surprising at this time of year 
when production normally slows down and retail trade 
occupies the centre of the stage. 

Progress of holiday buying will be watched this year 
with unusual interest, both as providing a cue to public 
buying power and determining to a large extent the retail 
inventory situation as business goes into the new year. 
For the month of October and the first half of November, 
retail trade, as reflected by department store sales, made 
somewhat better than the usual seasonal increase, according 
to the Federal Reserve Board. Against this evidence, 
however, must be set the fact that the increase of currency 
in circulation, also considered somewhat indicative of retail 
buying, has thus far fallen short of seasonal expectations. 
During December the distribution of 652 million dollars of 
Christmas club funds throughout the country should be a 
helpful factor. 


INDUSTRIES THAT ARE DornG POORLY. 


Current statistics on factory output and wholesale dis- 
tribution of goods are generally unfavourable, as everyone 
has known they would be. For the month of October in- 
dustrial consumption of electrical power, as reported by 
‘“The Electrical World,’’ was 23 per cent. below that of 
October a year ago, railway carloadings were down 19 per 
cent., factory employment and pay-rolls 20 and 29 per 
cent. respectively, building contracts 24 per cent., steel 
production 40 per cent., and automobile output 60 per 
cent. 

During November there was a further shrinkage in steel 
mill operations from 47 to 40 per cent. of capacity, average 
daily building contract awards for the first three weeks of 
the month continued 23 per cent. under the daily average 
of November last year, copper producers cut their output 
still further in accordance with their new curtailment pro- 
gramme, and one of the largest producers of lead 
announced a reduction of 25 per cent. in operations in the 
effort to hold down excess stocks. 


INDUSTRIES SHOWING IMPROVEMENT. 


As against these indications of continued luw or declin- 
ing volume may be enumerated various signs of better 
business that ought not to be overlooked. During October 
mill consumption of cotton, while still 30 per cent. under 
that of October, 1929, was substantially larger than that of 
August or September, notwithstanding which the ratio of 
unfilled orders for goods to stocks on hand reported by the 
mills was the most favourable at the end of October of any 
time in thirteen months. In the silk industry the pick-up 
has been even more pronounced, the deliveries of raw silk 
to mills during October reaching the largest total for any 
month on record. 


Evidence that the newly-established airplane industry is 
steadily forging ahead despite its troubles ot over-develop- 
ment appears in figures published during the past month 
showing more passengers carried on scheduled transport 
lines during the first six months of this year than in all 
of 1929. 

Outstanding, however, among the constructive develop- 
ments of the month were the stepping up of activities in 
the automobile industry as some manufacturers commenced 
production earlier than usual on their new models for next 
year, the firmer stand taken by leading steel producers 
regarding finished steel prices, and evidences of some 
revival in railway equipment buying.

IMPORTS. 


The Country of Origin or Production means, in the case 
of natural products, the country where the goods were pro- 
duced, and, in the case of manufactured products, the 
country where they were transformed into the condition in 
which they were imported. Re-packing, sorting and blend- 
ing do not constitute transformation. 


The Country of Purchase is the country in which the 
seller of the goods carries on his business. 


The Place whence Consigned is not necessarily the place 
of origin, but it is the place from which the goods were 
procured by the importer, i.e., the place of last ownership. 


I-xports. 


The Country of Consumption is the country in which the 
goods will be put to the use for which they were produced, 
or in which they will undergo a process of transformation, 
repair or supplementary treatment, it being understood 
that re-packing, sorting and blending do not constitute 
transformation or supplementary treatment. 


The Country of Sale is the country in which the pur- 
chaser of the goods carries on his business. 


The Final Destination is the country to which the goods 
were actually despatched, with or without breaking bulk in 
the course of transport, but without any commercial 
transaction in the intermediate countries (if any). 


The Commissioners hereby give notice that during the 
period of twelve months beginning January 1, 1931, the 
special forms are to be used in place of the existing forms 
of Entry for Free goods (No. 23 or 24 (Sale) ), and Specifi- 
eation for British and Northern Irish Goods (No. 29 
(Sale) ), for goods coming under the above Import and 
Export List descriptions as enumerated in the headings of 
the respective Forms. 


These special arrangements do not apply to any of the 
yoods mentioned entered as in transit on through 
Bills of Lading, whether under Bond or otherwise, and the 
special form of Specification must not be used in any case 
where drawback is claimed.

JAMAICA. 
PRESERVATIVES IN FOOD REGULATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Jamaica Gazette ’’ for October 30 contains Regula- 
tions cited as the Public Health (Preservatives, etc., in 
Food) Regulations, 1931, which come into force on January 
1, 1931, prohibiting the manufacture, importation and sale 
of foodstuffs and beverages containing preservatives or 
colouring matter, except as provided in a schedule to the 
Regulations. ‘The following articles may contain cer- 
tain amounts of specified preservatives, viz., sausages 
and sausage meat containing raw meat, cereals and condi- 
ments; certain fruit and fruit pulp (not dried) for conver- 
sion into jam or crystallised giace or cured fruit; certain 
dried fruit; unfermented grape juice and non-alcoholic wine 
made from such grape juice; other non-alcoholic wines, 
cordials and fruit juices, sweetened or unsweetened; jam 
(including marmalade and fruit jelly prepared in the way in 
which jam is prepared) ; crystallised glace or cured fruit (in- 
cluding candied peel); fruit and fruit pulp not otherwise 
specified; sugar (including solid glucose) and cane syrups; 
cornflour (maize starch) and other prepared starches; corn 
syrup (liquid glucose); gelatine; beer; cider, alcoholic 
wines; sweetened mineral waters; brewed ginger beer; 
coffee extract; pickles and sauces made from fruit or 
vegetables. 

in the case of sausages, sausage meat, coffee extract, 
pickles and sauces, containing preservatives as permitted by 
the Regulations, and grape juice and wine when the pro- 
portion of benzoic acid exceeds 600 parts per million, a lahel 
must be securely affixed to the wrapper or container to show 
that the articles in question contain added preservative. 
Articles sold as preservatives must be labelled to show the 
percentage amount of preservative contained. 

The following colouring matters may not be used in food- 
stuffs and beverages, viz., antimony, arsenic, cadmium, 
chromium, copper, mercury, lead, zinc; gamboge; picric 
acid, Victoria yellow, Manchester yellow, aurantia and 
aurine.

ST. VINCENT. 


IMPORTATION OF SPANISH-GROWN GRAPES 
PROHIBITED. 


A Proclamation of the Acting Administrator dated No- 
vember 10, and issued under the Plants Diseases Prevention 
Ordinance, prohibts the importation into the Colony, either 
directly or indirectly, of Spanish-grown grapes.

ARGENTINA. 


REDUCED DUTIES ON SILK AND ARTIFICIAL 
SILK CLOTH, ETC. 

H.M. Ambassador at Buenos Aires reports, by cable, that 
the Argentine Government have authorised a reduction, by 
50 per cent., of the import duties on cloths and certain 
other articles made of, or containing, silk or artificial silk. 
The goods on which the duties are thus reduced are those 
falling under the following headings in the Valuation 
Tariff. (The duties shown are the Tariff duties, which are 
now to be reduced by 50 per cent.) :— 

Tissues of silk (i.e., real or artificial silk) :-— 

Tariff No. 2051.—Tissues of gummed silk, called ‘* crepe ”’

Tariff No. 2054.—Transparent cloth or veiling, with the 
trimming or spots made of other textile or paste—duty, 
7-52 pesos per kilog. 

Tariff No. 2055.—Transparent cloth or veiling, with glass or 
metal—duty, 3-76 pesos per kilog. 

Tariff No. 2056.—Unbleached (crude) silk tissues—duty, 3-76 
pesos per kilog. 

Tariff No. 2057.—‘‘ Mixed ”’ (i.e., containing from 40 to 
85 per cent. of silk or artificial silk)—duty, 6-016 pesos per 
kilog. 

Tariff No. 2058.—Tissues with rubber, waterproof—duty, 
3-76 pesos per kilog. 

Kerchiefs (patuelos) :— 

Tariff No. 1988.—Of pure suk (or artificial silk), or of silk 
with up to 15 per cent. of other textile material—duty, 
7-68 pesos per kilog.

BELGIUM. 
MARKING OF IMPORTED AND EXPORTED 
EGGS. 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of December 5 contains two 
Royal Decrees, dated November 13, concerning the marking 
of eggs imported into or exported from Belgium. 

The Decree concerning imports, which is to come into force 
on January 5, prescribes the compulsory marking with the 
name of the country of origin in clear and durable letters at 
least 2 mm. high, of all imported fowls’ and ducks’ eggs in 
the shell. Eggs imported in quantities of less than one 
hundred, and those imported to be preserved in Belgium, 
are exempt from the marking requirement. 

The Decree concerning exports, which is to come into force 
on March 5, does not prescribe compulsory marking, but lays 
down a voluntary system of quality control which may be 
adopted by approved exporters, who will have the sole right 
to mark their eggs ‘‘ Belgian fresh eggs.”’

BELGIAN CONGO. 


CONSUMPTION DUTY ON ALCOHOLIC 
BEVERAGES. 

A recent Ordinance of the Governor-General of the Belgian 
Congo modifies the consumption duty levied on alcoholic 
beverages imported into or manufactured in the Belgian 
Congo. The new rates of this duty are as follows :— 

Beer—50 francs per hectol. 

Wines of a strength of 15 centesimal degs. or less (Gay- 
Lussac) at 15 degs. C. :— 


(a) In casks or demijohns with a capacity of 10 litres 
or more—90 frs. per hectol. 


(b) Otherwise packed—100 frs. per hectol. 
Wines of a strength of more than 15 centesimal degs. at 
15 degs. C., in any packing—200 frs. per hectol. 
Sparkling wines—3800 frs. per hectol. 
Note.—Other fermented beverages, such as mead, cider, 
perry, etc., are dutiable as wines. 


Other beverages containing more than 3 centesimal degs. 
of distilled alcohol at 15 degs. C.-—500 frs. per hectol. 


Denatured alcohol is not subject to the duty. 


EGYPT. 
INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN GOODS. 


The Egyptian ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of December 4 contains 
a Royal Decree, dated December 2, which increases, as 
from December 4, the duties on the following articles on 
importation into Egypt, as shown below :—

GERMANY. 
DUTIES ON RYE AND BRAN INCREASED. 


H.M. Representative at Berlin has forwarded translation 
of Section VIIL. of the Emergency Decree of December 1, 
in virtue of which the duty on millet has been increased 
from 13 to 15 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs., and wheat bran 
(formerly duty-free) and other bran, including maize bran 
(maize cake) fit only for use as fodder (which formerly paid 
one-half the duty on rye), has been subjected to a duty of 
10 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 


The increased duties came into force on December 5. 


ITALY. 
“TEMPORARY IMPORTATION ” FACILITIES. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) for December 2 con- 
tains a Royal Decree-Law dated November 6 regarding the 
“‘temporary importation’’ regime. The Decree-Law 
provides : — 


(1) ‘‘ Temporary importation’’ facilities are to 
be extended to blanks (profilati) of brass for the manufac- 
ture of valves for inner tubes of motor tyres; brass valves of 
all kinds for inner tubes of motor tyres; rough glasses of 
various types (oval, white, round (parsol), pantoscopic 
‘« fienzal’’ curved, 204 white, 212 white, 24 smoked and 
protector smoked) for the manufacture of goggles (conces- 
sion valid up to November, 1932); and black, coloured or 
varnished calf or kid skins, of mineral or mixed tanning, 
for the manufacture of tootwear (concession valid up to 
November, 1932).

(2) The ‘“‘ temporary importation ’’ of the following goods, 
already accorded for certain purposes, isextended as follows: 
iron and steel in bars or round rods—for the manufacture of 
upholsterers’ staples; and pasteboard sensitised for photo- 
graphic purposes, weighing from 250 to 280 grammes per sq. 
metre—for making photographs of any shape. 


(3) The ‘‘temporary importation ”’ facilities already ac- 
corded provisionally to collapsible cardboard boxes for hats 
are made permanent. 


(4) The ‘‘temporary importation ” facilities for lead in 
pigs, etc., for the manufacture of sporting shot, sheets, 
strip, etc., are extended to November, 1932. 


(5) The ‘‘ temporary importation ” facilities accorded to 
aluminium in ingots, sheets, wire and other semi-manufac- 
tured form for any purpose are withdrawn; and in all cases 
where facilities have been granted for ‘‘metallic materials,” 
aluminium in ingots and in a semi-manufactured state is 
excluded from the benefit. No alteration is, however, made 
for the present in the case of aluminium alloys in ingots and 
semi-manutactured. 


POLAND. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON CERTAIN TINPLATE 
TEMPORARILY REDUCED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that, under an Order dated November 8 and 
effective as from December 6 until March 31 next, tinned 
sheets from 0°28 to 0°32 mm. in thickness, imported for the 
manufacture of containers for foodstuffs, may (under 
permit from the Ministry of Finance) be subject to duty at 
10 per cent. of the normal Tariff rate. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 11 (pages 698-9), it should be 
noted that, under Tariff No. 176 (4) (paper pulp) the words 
‘‘dry ” and ‘‘ wet” should be replaced by the words “‘ un- 
bleached’? and ‘‘bleached’’ respectively. Under Tariff 
No. 177 (17)a (cards for Jacquard looms) the duty given in 
the second column should be amended from 84 to 84-50 al.

MINOR TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo’’ for December 4 contains a 
Decree No. 19,092 which provides that human hair, raw or 
prepared, when imported in quantities of over 1 metric ton, 
is to be dutiable under Tariff No. 16 at 6 per cent. ad 
valorem, instead of under Tariff No. 14 at 60 centavos 
(gold) per kilog. 

A further Decree (No. 19,116), published on December 11, 
provides for the addition of the following note to Tariff 
No. 928 (common printing paper—ordinary newspaper type 
—duty, 14 gold centavos per kilog.) :— 

Only paper imported by newspaper or publishing firms, 
destined exclusively for printing pertodicals and books, is to be 
classed under this No. ; paper for other use or application ‘s to be 
classed under No. 936—(duty, 8 gold centavos per kilog.). 


SWITZERLAND. 
EXPORT DUTY ON SCRAP IRON. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 18 (page 352), it should be 
noted that the ‘‘ Feuille Officielle Suisse du Commerce ”’ 
announces that the Swiss export duty on iron waste and 
scrap iron, which was due to come fully into operation 
again on December 1, has been further suspended until 
May 31, 1931, except in respect of barrel hoops more than 
3 mm. thick, wheel rims for ordinary carriages, horse shoes, 
grey cast iron and burnt cast iron. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


IMPORTATION OF CONVICT-MADE GOODS 
(REGULATIONS). 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at 
Washington has forwarded copy of regulations issued under 
Section 307 of the United States Tariff Act, which pro- 
vides that ‘‘ all goods, wares, articles and merchandise, 
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mined, produced, or manufactured wholly or in part in 
any foreign country by convict labour . . . shall not be 
entitled to entry at any of the ports of the United Svates, 
and the importation thereof is hereby prohibited, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorised and directed to 
prescribe such regulations as may be necessary for enforce- 
ment of this provision.’’ 


The regulations provide that if, after investigation upon 
complaint of American manufacturers, producers, whole- 
salers, or importers, representatives of American labour 
organisations or other interested persons, or upon his own 
initiative, the Commissioner of Customs ascertains that 
convict labour is used in any locality in a foreign country 
in the mining, production or manufacture of any class 
of merchandise, he shall, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, publish a finding to that effect. Any 
merchandise of that class imported after such publication 
directly or indirectly from the locality shall be held to be 
an importation prohibited by Section 307 of the Tariff 
Act unless the importer established by a preponderance of 
evidence that the merchandise was not mined, produced 
or manufactured wholly or in part by convict labour. 


The regulations also lay down procedure for the bonding 
of goods covered by such findings, and the nature of the 
evidence to be supplied by importers as to the origin of 
the goods, etc. The full text of the regulations may be 
seen at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W. 1.

FRANCE 


PROPOSED SPECIAL TAX ON RUBBER, 
COFFEE AND SISAL. 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Paris 
reports that a Government Bill has been tabled proposing 
that, for a period of ten years as from the promulgation 
of the law, special duties shall be levied on all imports of 
the following products, at the rates specified :— 


(a) Rubber, balata, guttapercha, not worked or melted 
in the mass (Tariff No. 119)—60 cts. per kilog. 


(b) Coffee (Tariff No. 96): 
(1) In the bean and husks—10 cts. per kilog. 
(2) Roasted or ground—15 cts. per kilog. 

(c) Sisal (Tariff No. ex 144)—10 cts. per kilog. 


The yield from these duties is, it is proposed, to be dis- 
tributed amongst the Colonies, Protectorates or territories 
under French mandate, concerned, within the limit of 
annual credits, as an offset to the losses incurred by local 
planters, etc., owing to the fall in prices of their products.

H.M. Ambassador at Paris reports that a Government 
Bill has been tabled proposing to increase the Customs

TITLE

States any such colour, dye, stain, colour acid, colour base, 
colour lake, leuco-compound, indoxyl, or indoxy] compound 
unless the immediate container and the invoice shall bear 
a plain, conspicuous, and truly descriptive statement of 
the identity and percentage, exclusive of diluents, of such 
colour, dye, stain, colour acid, colour base, colour lake, leuco- 
compound, indoxyl, or indoxyl compound contained therein. 


(g) On and after the passage of this Act it shall be unlawful 
to import or bring into the United States any such colour, 
dye, stain, colour acid, colour base, colour lake, leuco- 
compound, indoxyl, or indoxyl compound, if the immediate 
container or the invoice bears any statement, design, or 
device regarding the article or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein which is false, Seandelenh, or misleading in 
any particular. 
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(h) In the enforcement of the foregoing provisions of this 
paragraph the Secretary of the Treasury shall adopt a 
standard of strength for each dye or other article which 
shall conform as nearly as practicable to the commercial 
strength in ordinary use in the United States prior to 
July 1, 1914.

(b) The duties prescribed in Schedule 8 and imposed by 
Title I shall be in addition to the internal-revenue taxes im- 
posed under existing law, or any subsequent Act. 


Par. 802. Brandy and other spirits manufactured or dis- 
tilled from grain or other materials, cordials, liqueurs, arrack, 
absinthe, kirschwasser, ratafia, and bitters of all kinds con- 
taining spirits, and compounds and preparations of which dis- 
tilled spirits are the component material of chief value and not 
specially provided for, $5 per proof gallon. 


Par. 803. Champagne and all other sparkling wines, $6 per 
gallon. 


Par. 804. Still wines, including ginger wine or ginger cordial, 
vermuth, and rice wine or sake, and similar beverages not 
specially provided for, $1-25 per gallon: Provided, That any 
of the foregoing articles specified in this paragraph when im- 
ported containing more than 24 per cent. of alcohol shall be 
classed as spirits and pay duty accordingly. 


Par. 805. Ale, porter, stout, beer, and fluid malt extract, 
$1 per gallon; malt extract, solid or condensed, 60 per cent. 
ad valorem. 


Par. 806. (a) Cherry juice, prune juice, or prune wine, and 
all other fruit juices and fruit syrups, not specially provided 
for, containing less than 4 of 1 per cent. of alcohol, 70 cents 
per gallon; containing 4 of 1 per cent. or more of alcohol, 
70 cents per gallon, and in addition thereto $5 per proof gallon 
on the alcohol contained therein; grape juice, grape syrup, and 
other similar products of the grape, by whatever name known, 
containing or capable of producing less than 1 per cent. of 
alcohol, 70 cents per gallon; containing or capable of produc- 
ing more than 1 per cent. of alcohol, 70 cents per gallon, and 





in addition thereto $5 per proof gallon on the alcohol con- 
tained therein or that can be produced therefrom. 


(b) Concentrated juice of lemons, oranges, or other citrus 
fruits, fit for beverage purposes, and syrups containing any of 
the foregoing, all the foregoing, whether in liquid, powdered, 
or solid form, 70 cents per gallon on the quantity of unconcen- 
trated natural fruit juice contained in such concentrated juice or 
syrup as shown by chemical analysis. 


Par. 807. Berries and fruits of all kinds, prepared or pre- 
served in any manner, containing one-half of 1 per cent. or more 
of alcohol shall pay in addition to the rates provided in this Title 
$5 per proof gallon on the alcohol contained therein. 


Par. 808. Ginger ale, ginger beer, lemonade, soda water, and _ 
similar beverages containing no alcohol, and beverages contain- 
ing less than one-half of 1 per cent. of alcohol, not specially pro- 
vided for, 15 cents per gallon. 


Par. 809. All mineral waters and all imitations of natural 
mineral waters, and all artificial mineral waters not specially 
provided for, 10 cents per gallon. 


Par. 810. When any article provided for in this schedule is 
imported in bottles or jugs, duty shall be collected upon the 
bottles or jugs at one-third the rate provided on the bottles or 
jugs if imported empty or separately. 

Par. 811. Each and every gauge or wine gallon of measure- 
ment shall be counted as at least one proof gallon; and the 
standard for determining the proof of brandy and other spirits 
or liquors of any kind when imported shall be the same as that 
which is defined in the laws relating to internal revenue. The 
Secretary of the Treasury in his discretion, may authorise the 
ascertainment of the proot of wines, cordials, or other liquors and 
fruit juices by distillation or otherwise, in cases where it is 
impracticable to ascertain such proof by the means prescribed by 
existing law or regulations. 


Par. 812. No lower rate or amount of duty shall be levied, 
collected, and paid on the articles enumerated in paragraph 802 
of this schedule than that fixed by law for the description of 
first proof ; but it shall be increased in proportion for any greater 
strength than the strength of first proof, and all imitations of 
brandy, spirits, or wines imported by any names whatever shall 
be subject to the highest rate of duty provided for the genuine 
articles respectively intended to be represented, and in no case 
less than $5 per proof gallon: Provided, That any brandy or 
other spirituous or distilled liquors imported in any sized cask, 
bottle, jug, or other package, of or from any country, dependency, 
or province under whose laws similar sized casks, bottles, jugs, or 
other packages of distilled spirits, wine, or other beverage put u 
or filled in the United States are denied entrance into suc 
country, dependency, or province, shall be forfeited to the 
United States. 


Par. 813. There shall be no constructive or other allowance for 
breakage, leakage, or damage on wines, liquors, cordials, or dis- 
tilled spirits, except that when it shall appear to the collector of 
Customs from the gauger’s return, verified by an affidavit by the 
importer to be filed within five days after the delivery of the 
merchandise, that a cask or package has been broken or other- 
wise injured in transit from a foreign port and as a result 
thereof a part of its contents, amounting to 10 per cent. or more 
of the total value of the contents of the said cask or package in 
its condition as exported, has been lost, allowance therefor may 
be made in the liquidation of the duties. 


Par. 814. No wines, spirits, or other liquors or articles pro- 
vided for in this schedule containing one-half of 1 per cent. or 
more of alcohol shall be imported or permitted entry except on a 
permit issued therefor by the Commissioner of Prohibition, and 
any such wines, spirits, or other liquors or articles imported or 
brought into the United States without a permit shall be seized 
and forfeited in the same manner as for other violations of the 
Customs laws : Provided, That high-proof fruit spirits made in 
distilleries connected with wineries for use in the fortification of 
wines, may also be withdrawn and used, under the same laws and 
regulations applicable to the withdrawal and use of alcohol for 
all non-beverage purposes. 


Par. 815. The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorised 
and directed to make all rules and regulations necessary for the 
enforcement of the provisions of this schedule.

In no case shall 
the duty be assessed on a less number of yards than is marked 
on the goods as imported. 
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Par. 903. (a) The term cotton cloth, or cloth, wherever used in 
this schedule, unless otherwise specially provided for, shall be 
held to include all woven fabrics of cotton, in the piece, whether 
figured, fancy, or plain, and shall not include any article, 
finished or unfinished, made from cotton cloth. 

(b) In the ascertainment of the condition of the cloth or yarn 
upon which the duties imposed upon cotton cloth are made to 
depend, the entire fabric and all parts thereof shall be included. 

(c) The average number of the yarn in cotton cloth herein pro- 
vided for shall be obtained by taking the length of the thread 
or yarn to be equal to the distance covered by it in the cloth in

[f any country, dependency, province, or other subdivision of 
government imposes a duty on any article specified in this para- 
graph, when imported from the United States, in excess of the 
duty herein provided, there shall be imposed upon such article, 
when imported either directly or indirectly from such country, 
dependency, province or other subdivision of government, a duty 
equal to that imposed by such country, dependency, province, or 
other subdivision of government on such article imported from 
the United States.

If two or more rates of duty shall 
be applicable to any imported article, it shall be subject to duty 
at the highest of such rates. 


TITLE II.—FREE LIST.

FROM TITLE III.—SPECIAL PROVISIONS. 


PART I.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


Sec. 301 deals with the Tariff relations between the United 
States and the Philippine Islands. In general, Philippine goods 
are admitted into the United States duty free, and United 
States goods are admitted into the Philippine Islands duty 
free. Internal-revenue duties are, however, payable, 


Sec. 302 exempts United States goods imported into Porto

Sec. 303. Countervailing Duties. 


Whenever any country, dependency, colony, province, or other 
political subdivision of government, person, partnership, asso- 
clation, cartel, or corporation shall pay or bestow, directly 
or indirectly, any bounty or grant upon the manufacture or 
production or export of any article or merchandise manu- 
factured or produced in such country, dependency, colony, 
province, or other political subdivision of government, and such 
article or merchandise is dutiable under the provisions of this 
Act, then upon the importation of any such article or mer- 
chandise into the United States, whether the same shall be 
imported directly from the country of production or otherwise, 
and whether such article or merchandise is imported in the 
Same condition as when exported from the country of produc- 
tion or has been changed in condition by remanufacture or 
otherwise, there shall be levied and paid, in all such cases, 
in addition to the duties otherwise imposed by this Act, an 
additional duty equal to the net amount of such bounty or 
grant, however the same be paid or bestowed. The Secretary 
of the Treasury shall from time to time ascertain and deter- 
mine, or estimate, the net amount of each such bounty or grant, 
and shall declare the net amount so determined or estimated.

(a) Manner of Marling.—Every article imported into the 
United States, and its immediate container, and the package 
in which such article is imported, shall be marked, stamped, 
branded, or labelled, in legible English words, in a conspicuous 
place, in such manner as to indicate the country of origin of 
such article, in accordance with such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may prescribe. Such marking, stamping, 
branding, or labelling shall be as nearly indelible and _per- 
manent as the nature of the article will permit. The Secretary 
of the Treasury may, by regulations prescribed hereunder, 
except any article from the requirement of marking, stamping, 
branding, or labelling if he is satisfied that such article is 
incapable of being marked, stamped, branded, or labelled 
or cannot be marked, stamped, branded, or labelled without 
injury, or except at an expense economically prohibitive of the 
importation, or that the marking, stamping, branding, or label- 
ling of the immediate container of such article will reasonably 
indicate the country of origin of such article. 


(b) Additional Duties for Failure to Mark.—If at the time 
of importation any article or its container is not marked, 
stamped, branded, or labelled in accordance with the require- 
ments of this Section, there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid on such article, unless exported under Customs super- 
vision, a duty of 10 per cent. of the value of such article, in 
addition to any other duty imposed by law, or, if such article 
is free of duty, there shall be levied, collected, and paid a 
duty of 10 per cent. of the value thereof. 


(c) Delivery Withheld Until Marked.—No imported article 
or package held in Customs custody shall be delivered until 
such article (and its container) or package and every other 
article (and its container) or package of the importation, 
whether or not released from Customs custody, shall have been 
marked, stamped, branded, or labelled in accordance with the 
requirements of this Section. Nothing in this subdivision shall 
be construed to relieve from the requirements of any provision 
of this Act relating to the marking of particular articles or 
their containers. 


(d) Penalties.—If any person shall, with intent to conceal 
the information given thereby or contained therein, deface, 
destroy, remove, alter, cover, obscure, or obliterate any mark, 
stamp, brand, or label required under the provisions of this 
Act, he Shall, upon conviction, be fined not more than $5,000 
or imprisoned not more than one year, or both. 





(e) Effective Date.—This Section shall take effect sixty days 
after the date of enactment of this Act. 


Sec. 305 deals with the prohibition of the importation of 
treasonable, obscene or immoral books, pamphlets, papers, 
writings, advertisements, circulars, prints, pictures, drawings, 
etc.; of drugs, medicines or articles for preventing conception 
or causing unlawful abortion; or of any printed paper that may 
be used as a lottery ticket, or any advertisement of any lottery. 


Sec. 306 relates to the control of the importation of cattle, 
sheep, swine and meat in order to prevent the introduction or 
spread of cottle disease, and to the prohibition of the wmport 
of meats unfit for human food, 


Sec. 307. Convict-made Goods—Importation Prohibited. 


All goods, wares, articles, and merchandise mined, produced 
or manufactured wholly or in part in any foreign country by 
convict labour or/and forced labour or/and indentured labour 
under penal sanctions shall not be entitled to entry at any of 
the ports of the United States, and the importation thereof 
is hereby prohibited, and the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorised and directed to prescribe such regulations as may 
be necessary for the enforcement of this provision. The pro- 
visions of this Section relating to goods, wares, articles, and 
merchandise mined, produced, or manufactured by forced labour 
or/and indentured labour, shall take effect on January 1, 1932; 
but in no case shall such provisions be applicable to goods, 
wares, articles or merchandise so mined, produced or manufac- 
tured which are not mined, produced or manufactured in such 
quantities in the United States as to meet the consumptive 
demands of the United States. 

‘Forced labour,’’ as herein used, shall mean all work or 
service which is exacted from any person under the menace 
of any penalty for its non-performance and for which the 
worker does not offer himself voluntarily. 


Sec. 308. Z'emporary Free Importation Under Bond for 
Exportation. 


The following articles, when not imported for sale or for 
sale on approval, may be admitted into the United States under 
such rules and regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe, without the payment of duty, under bond for their 
exportation within six months from the date of importation, 
which period may, in the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury (whether such articles are imported before or after 
this Section becomes effective), be extended, upon application, 
for a further period not to exceed six months : 


(1) Machinery or other articles to be altered or repaired ; 

(2) Models of women’s wearing apparel imported by 
manufacturers for use solely as models in their own estab- 
lishment, and not for sale; 

(3) Samples solely for use in taking orders for mer- 
chandise, or for examination with a view to reproduction ; 

(4) Articles intended solely for experimental purposes, 
and upon satisfactory proof to the Secretary that any such 
article has been destroyed because of its use for experi- 
mental purposes such bond may be cancelled without the 
payment of duty; 

(5) Automobiles, motor cycles, bicycles, airplanes, air- 
ships, balloons, motor boats, racing shells and_ similar 
vehicles and craft, teams and saddle horses, all of which 
are brought temporarily into the United States by non- 
residents for touring purposes, or for the purposes of 
taking part In races or other specific contests ; 

(6) Locomotives, cars and coaches, and repair equipment 
belonging to railroads brought temporarily into the United 
States for the purpose of clearing obstructions, fighting 
fires, or making emergency repairs on lines the property of 
railroads within the United States; 

(7) Containers for compressed gases which comply with 
the laws and regulations for the transportation of such 
containers in the United States ; 

(8) Articles imported by illustrators and photographers 
for use solely as models in their own establishments, in the 
illustrating of catalogues, pamphlets, or advertising matter. 


Sec. 309 relates to the withdrawal from bonded warehcuse, 
free of duty, of supplies of war vessels, or of vessels of the 
United States employed in the fisheries or in the whaling busi- 
ness, or actually engaged in foreign trade or trade between the 
Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United States or between the 
United States and any of tts possessions. 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA : 


Sec. 310 relates to the free importation of merchandise re- 
covered from sunken and abandoned vessels. 


Sec. 311 relates to the manufacture in bonded warehouses, 
from imported material, of articles for export, without payment 
vf import duty. 


Sec. 312 relates to smelting and refining of ores and crude 
metals in bonded smelting warehouses. 


Sec. 313. Drawback and Refunds. 

(a) Articles Made from Imported Merchandise.—Upon the 
exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise, the full amount 
of the duties paid upon the merchandise so used shall be re- 
funded as drawback, less 1 per cent. of such duties, except that 
such duties shall not be so refunded upon the exportation of flour 
or by-products produced from wheat imported after ninety days 
after the date of the enactment of this Act. Where two or 
more products result from the manipulation of imported mer- 
chandise, the drawback shall be distributed to the several pro- 
ducts in accordance with their relative values at the time of 
separation. 

(b) Substitution for Drawback Purposes.—If imported duty- 
paid sugar or non-ferrous metal, or ore containing non-ferrous 
roetal, and duty-free or domestic merchandise of the same kind 
and quality are used in the manufacture or production of articles 
within a period not to exceed one year from the receipt of such 
imported merchandise by the manufacturer or producer of such 
articles, there shall be allowed upon the exportation (or shipment 
to the Philippine Islands) of any such articles, notwithstanding 
the fact that none of the imported merchandise may actually have 
been used in the manufacture or production of the exported 
articles, an amount of drawback equal to that which would have 
been allowable had the sugar or non-ferrous metal, or ore con- 
taining non-ferrous metal, used therein been imported; but the 
total amount of drawback allowed upon the exportation of such 
articles, together with the total amount of drawback allowed in 
respect of such imported merchandise under any other provision 
of law, shall not exceed 99 per cent. of the duty paid on such 
imported merchandise. 


(c) Merchandise not Conforming to Sample or Specifications.— 
Upon the exportation of merchandise not conforming to sample 
or specifications upon which the duties have been paid and which 
have been entered or withdrawn for consumption and, within 
thirty days after release from Customs custody, returned to 
Customs custody for exportation, the full amount of the duties 
paid upon such merchandise shall be refunded as drawback, less 
1 per cent. of such duties. 


(d) Flavouring Extracts and Medicinal or Toilet Preparations. 
-—Upon the exportation of flavouring extracts, medicinal or 
toilet preparations (including perfumery) manufactured or pro- 
duced in the United States in part from domestic alcohol on 
which an internal-revenue tax has been paid, there shall be 
allowed a drawback equal in amount to the tax found to have 
been paid on the alcohol so used. 


(e) Zmported Salt for Curing Fish.—Imported salt in bond 
may be used in curing fish taken by vessels licensed to engage 
in the fisheries, and in curing fish on the shores of the navigable 
waters of the United States, whether such fish are taken by 
licensed or unlicensed vessels, and upon proof that the salt has 
been used for either of such purposes, the duties on the same 
shall be remitted. 

({) Exportation of Meats Cured with Imported Salt.—Upon 
the exportation of meats, whether packed or smoked, wliich have 
been cured in the United States with imported salt, there shall be 
refunded, upon satisfactory proof that such meats have been 
cured with imported salt, the duties paid on the salt so used in 
curing such exported meats, in amounts not less than $100. 


(g) Materials for Construction and Equipment of Vessels 
Built for Foreigners.—The provisions of this Section shall apply 
to materials imported and used in the construction and equip- 
ment of vessels built for foreign account and ownership, or for 
the Government of any foreign country, notwithstanding that 
such vessels may not within the strict meaning of the term be 
articles exported. 

(h) Time Limitation on Exportation.—No drawback shall be 
allowed under the provisions of this Section or of Section 6 of 
the Act entitled ‘‘ An Act temporarily to provide revenue for the 
Philippine Islands, and for other purposes,’’ approved March 8, 
1902 (relating to drawback on shipments to the Philippine 
Islands), unless the completed article is exported, or shipped to 
the Philippine Islands, within three years after importation of 
the imported merchandise. 

(i) relates to the issue by the Secretary of the Treasury of 
regulations in connection with the foregoing provisions. 


Sec. 314 provides for the levy of a duty equal to the internal 
revenue tax on the reimportation of articles once exported, 
upon which no internal tax has been paid. 


Sec. 315. Effective Date of Rates of Duty. 


On and after the day when this Act shall go into effect all 
goods, wares, and merchandise previously imported, for which 
no entry has been made, and all goods, wares, and merchandise 
previously entered without payment of duty and under bond 
for warehousing, transportation, or any other purpose, for 
which no permit of delivery to the importer or his agent has 
been issued, shall be subjected to the duties imposed by this 
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Act and to no other duty upon the entry or the withdrawal 
thereof : Provided, That when duties are based upon the weight 
of merchandise deposited in any public or private bonded ware- 
house, said duties shall, except as provided in Section 562 of 
this Act (relating to manipulating warehouses), be levied and 
collected upon the weight of such merchandise at the time of 
its entry. 


Sec. 316 specifies that the provisions of the Cuban Rectpro- 
city Treaty are not affected by anything in the present Act. 


Sec. 317 relates to the exportation, free of duty or internal- 
revenue tax, of tobacco products. 


Sec. 318 empowers the President, when an emergency exists 
by reason of a state of war, or otherwise, to authorise the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury (1) to extend the time prescribed for the 
performance of any act, and (2) to permit the importation free 
of duty of food, clothing, and medical, surgical, and other sup- 
plies for use in emergency relief work. 


Sec. 319 authorises the Legislature of Porto Rico to impose 
tariff duties upon coffee imported into Porto Rico, including 
coffee grown in a foreign country coming into Porto Rico from 
the United States. 


Sec. 320. Reciprocal Agreements Relating to Advertising 
Matter. 


With the advice and consent of the President, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Postmaster-General, jointly, may, on 
behalf of the United States, enter into a reciprocal agreement 
with any foreign country to provide for the entry free of duty 
in the respective countries of dispatches or shipments through 
the mails of circulars, folders, pamphlets, books, and cards, 
in the nature of advertising matter (except such matter as may 
be printed, manufactured or produced in a foreign country, 
advertising the sale of articles by persons carrying on business 
in the United States or containing announcements relating to 
the merchandise or business of such persons) to individual 
addressees, and may, in the event any such agreement is entered 
into, prescribe such rules and regulations as they may deem 
necessary relating to the Customs and postal treatment of such 
matter in the United States. 


PART II.—UNITED STATES TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Sec. 330 deals with the organisation of the Commission 
(membership, terms of office, etc.) 


Sec. 331 deals with the general powers of the Commission. 


Sec. 332. Investigations. 


(a) Investigations and Reports.—It shall be the duty of the 
Commission to investigate the administration and fiscal and 
industrial effects of the Customs laws of this country now in 
force or which may be hereafter enacted, the relations between 
the rates of duty on raw materials and finished or partly 
finished products, the effects of ad valorem and specific duties 
and of compound specific and ad valorem duties, all questions 
relative to the arrangement of schedules and classification of 
articles in the several schedules of the Customs law, and, in 
general, to investigate the operation of Customs laws, including 
their relation to the Federal revenues, their effect upon the 
industries and labour of the country, and to submit reports of 
its investigations as hereafter provided. 


(b) Investigations of Tariff Relations.—The Commission shall 
have power to investigate the tariff relations between the United 
States and foreign countries, commercial treaties, preferential] 
provisions, economic alliances, the effect of export bounties and 
preferential transportation rates, the volume of importations 
compared with domestic production and consumption, and con- 
ditions, causes, and effects relating to competition of foreign 
industries with those of the United States, including dumping 
and cost of production. 





(c) Investigation of Paris Economy Pact.—The Commission 
shall have power to investigate the Paris Economy Pact and 
similar organisations and arrangements in Europe. 


(d) Information for President and Congress.-—In order that 
the President and the Congress may secure information and 
assistance, it shall be the duty of the Commission to— 


(1) Ascertain conversion costs and costs of production in 
the principal growing, producing, or manufacturing centres 
of the United States of articles of the United States, when- 
ever in the opinion of the Commission it is practicable ; 


(2) Ascertain conversion costs and costs of production in 
the principal growing, producing, or manufacturing centres 
of foreign countries of articles imported into the United 
States, whenever in the opinion of the Commission such 
conversion costs or costs of production are necessary for 
comparison with conversion costs or costs of production in 
the United States and can be reasonably ascertained ; 


(3) Select and describe articles which are representative 
of the classes or kinds of articles imported into the United 
States and which are similar to or comparable with articles 
of the United States; select and describe articles of the 
United States similar to or comparable with such imported 
articles; and obtain and file samples of articles so selected, 
whenever the Commission deems it advisable ; 


(4) Ascertain import costs of such representative articles 
so selected ; 
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(5) Ascertain the grower’s, producer’s or manufacturer's 
elling prices in the a growing, producing, or manu- 
we centres of the United States of the articles of 
the United States so selected; and 


(6) Ascertain all other facts which will show the differ- 
ences in or which affect competition between articles of the 
United States and imported articles in the principal markets 
of the United States. 


(e) Definitions.—When used in this subdivision and in sub- 
division (d)— 
(1) The term ‘‘ article ’’ includes any commodity, whether 
grown, produced, fabricated, manipulated, ov manufac- 
tured ; 


(2) The term ‘‘ import cost’’ means the price at which 
an article is freely offered for sale in the ordinary course of 
trade in the usual wholesale quantities for exportation to 
the United States plus, when not included in such price, all 
necessary expenses, exclusive of Customs duties, of bringing 
such imported article to the United States. 


(f) The Tariff Commission is hereby directed, within eight 
months from the passage of this Act, to ascertain the approxi- 
mate average cost per barrel to the oil refincries located on the 
Atlantic seaboard of crude petroleuin delivered to them from the 
oil fields of the United States during the three years preceding 
1930, and the present approximate average cost per barrel of 
crude petroleum from Lake Maracaibo, Venezuela, delivered to 
the same points. Such relative costs shall be immediately certi- 
fied to the Speaker of the House of Representatives and to the 
President of the Senate for the information of the Congress. 


(g) Reports to President and Congress.—The Commission shall 
put at the disposal of the President of the United States, the 
Committee on Ways and Means of the House of Representatives, 
and the Committee on Finance of the Senate, whenever requested, 
all information at its command, and shall make such investiga- 
tions and reports as may be requested by the President or by 
either of said Committees or by either branch of the Congress, 
and shall report to Congress on the first Monday of December of 
each year hereafter a statement of the methods adopted and 
all expenses incurred, and a summary of all reports nade during 
the year. 


Sec. 333 deals with testimony and production of papers to the 
T'ariff Commission, including the summoning of witnesses, taking 
of evidence, etc. 


Src. 334 relates to the co-operation of the Tariff Commission 
with the Treasury Department, the Department of Commerce, 
the Federal Trade Commission, or any other departments, or in- 
dependent establishments of the Government. 


Sec. 335. Penalty for Disclosure of Trade Secrets. 


It shall be unlawful for any member of the Commission, or 
for any employee, agent, or clerk of the Commission, or any 
other officer or employee of the United States, to divulge, or to 
make known in any manner whatever not provided for by law, to 
any person, the trade secrets or processes of any person, firm, 
co-partnership, corporation, or association embraced in any ex- 
amination or investigation conducted by the Commission, or b 
order of the Commission, or by order of any member thereof. 
Any offence against the provisions of this Section shall be a mis- 
demeanour and shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $1,000, 
or by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, and such offender shall also be dismissed 
from office or discharged from employment. 


Sec. 336. Hqualisation of Costs of Production. 

(a) Change of Classification or Duties.—In order to put into 
force and effect the policy of Congress by this Act intended, the 
Commission (1) upon request of the President, or (2) upon resolu- 
tion of either or both Houses of Congress, or (3) upon its own 
motion, or (4) when in the judgment of the Commission there is 
good and sufficient reason therefor, upon application of any in- 
terested party, shall investigate the differences in the costs of pro- 
duction of any domestic article and of any like or similar foreign 
article. In the course of the investigation the Commission shall 
hold hearings and give reasonable public notice thereof, and shal] 
afford reasonable opportunity for parties interested to be present, 
tv produce evidence, and to be heard at such hearings. The 
Commission is authorised to adopt such reasonable procedure and 
rules and regulations as it deems necessary to execute its func- 
tions under this Section. The Commission shall report to the 
President the results of the investigation and its findings with 
respect to such differences in costs of production. If the Com- 
mission finds it shown by the investigation that the duties ex- 
pressly fixed by statute do not equalise the differences in the costs 
of production of the domestic article and the like or similar 
foreign article when produced in the principal competing country, 
the Commission shall specify in its report ah increases or 
decreases in rates of duty expressly fixed by statute (including 
any necessary change in classification) as it finds shown by the 
investigation to be necessary to equalise such differences. In no 
case shall the total increase or decrease of such rates of duty ex- 
ceed 50 per cent. of the rates expressly fixed by statute. 


(b) Change to American Selling Price.—If the Commission 
finds upon any such investigation that such differences cannot 
be equalised by proceeding as hereinbefore provided, it shall 
so state in its report to the President and shall specify therein 
such ad valorem rates of duty based upon the American selling 
price (as defined in Section 402 (g)) of the domestic article as it 





finds shown by the investigation to be necessary to equalise such 
differences. In no case shall the total decrease of such rates 
of duty exceed 50 per cent. of the rates expressly fixed by 
statute, and no such rate shall be increased. 


(c) Proclamation by the President.—The President shall by 
proclamation approve the rates of duty and changes in classifica- 
tion and in basis of value specified in any report of the Commis- 
sion under this Section, if in his judgment such rates of duty 
and changes are shown by such investigation of the Commission 
to be necessary to equalise such differences in costs of production. 


(d) Effective Date of Rates and Changes.—Commencing thirty 
days after the date of any Presidential proclamation of approval 
the increased or decreased rates of duty and changes in classifica- 
tion or in basis of value specified in the report of the Commission 
shall take effect. 


(e) Ascertainment of Differences in Costs of Production.—In 
ascertaining under this Section the differences in costs of produc- 
tion, the Commission shall take into consideration, in so far as it 
finds it practicable : 


(1) In the case of a domestic article—(A) the cost of pro- 
duction as hereinafter in this Section defined; (B) transporta- 
tion costs and other costs incident to delivery to the principal 
market or markets of the United States for the article; and 
(C) other relevant factors that constitute an advantage or dis- 
advantage in competition. 


(2) In the case of a foreign article—(A) the cost of pro- 
duction as hereinafter in this Section defined, or, if the Com- 
mission finds that such cost is not readily ascertainable, the 
Commission may accept as evidence thereof, or as supplemental 
thereto, the weighted average of the invoice prices or values 
for a representative period, and/or the average wholesale selling 
price for a representative period (which price shall be that at 
which the article is freely offered for sale to all purchasers in 
the principal market or markets of the principal competing 
country or countries in the ordinary course of trade and in the 
usual wholesale quantities in such market or markets) ; (B) trans- 
portation costs and other costs incident to delivery to the prin- 
cipal market or markets of the United States for the article ; 
(C) other relevant factors that constitute an advantage or dis- 
advantage in competition, including advantages granted to the 
foreign producers by a Government, person, partnership, corpora- 
tion, or association, in a foreign country. 


(f) Modification of Changes in Duty.—Any increased or 
decreased rate of duty or change in classification or in basis 
of value which has taken effect as above provided may be modi- 
fied or terminated in the same manner and subject to the same 
conditions and limitations (including time of “ce effect) as is 
provided in this Section in the case of original increases, 
decreases, or changes. 


(g) Prohibition against Transfers from the Free List to the 
Dutiable Jast or from the Dutiable List to the Free List.— 
Nothing in this Section shall be construed to authorise a 
transfer of an article from the dutiable list to the free list or 
from the free list to the dutiable list, nor a change in form of 
duty. Whenever it is provided in any paragraph of Title [. of 
this Act, or in any amendatory Act, that the duty or duties 
shall not exceed a specified ad valorem rate upon the articles 
provided for in such paragraph, no rate determined under the 
provisions of this Section upon such articles shall exceed the 
maximum ad valorem rate so specified. 


(h) Definitions.—For the purpose of this Section— 


(1) The term ‘‘ domestic article’? means an article 
wholly or in part the growth or product of the United 
States; and the term ‘‘ foreign article’? means an article 


wholly or in part the growth or product of a foreign 
country. 


(2) The term ‘‘ United States ’’ includes the several 
States and Territories and the District of Columbia. 

(3) The term ‘foreign country’’ means any empire, 
country, dominion, colony, or protectorate, or any sub- 
division or subdivisions thereof (other than the United 
States and its possessions). 

(4) The term ‘cost of production,’’ when applied with 
respect to either a domestic article or a foreign article, 
includes, for a period which is representative of conditions 
in production of the article: (a) The price or cost of 
materials, labour costs, and other direct charges incurred 
in the production of the article and in the processes or 
methods employed in its production; (b) the usual general 
expenses, including charges for depreciation or depletion 
which are representative of the equipment and property 
employed in the production of the article and charges for 
rent or interest which are representative of the cost of 
obtaining capital or instruments of production; and (c) 
the cost of containers and coverings of whatever nature, 
and other costs, charges, and expenses incident to placing 
the article in condition packed ready for delivery. 


(i) Rules and Regulations of President.—The President is 
authorised to make all needful rules and regulations for carry- 
ing out his functions under the provisions of this Section. 


(j) Rules and fegulatwons of Secretary of Treasury.—The 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorised to make guch rules 
and regulations as he may deem necessary for the entry and 
declaration of foreign articles of the class or kind of articles 
with respect to which a change in basis of value has been made 
under the provisions of subdivision (6) of this Section, and 
for the form of invoice required at time of entry. 
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(k) Znvestigations Prior to Enactment of Act.—All uncom- 
pleted investigations instituted prior to the approval of this 
Act under the provisions of Section 315 of the Tariff Act of 
1922, including investigations in which the President has not pro- 
claimed changes in classification or in basis of value or increases 
or decreases in rates of duty, shall be dismissed without pre- 
judice; but the information and evidence secured by the Com- 
mission in any such investigation may be given due considera- 
tion in any investigation instituted under the provisions of this 
section. 


Sec. 337. Unfair Practices in Import Trade. 


(a) Unfair Methods of Competition Declared Uniawful.— 
Unfair methods of competition and unfair acts in the importa- 
tion of articles into the United States, or in their sale by the 
owner, importer, consignee, or agent of either, the effect or 
tendency of which is to destroy or substantially injure an in- 
dustry, efficiently and economically operated, in the United 
States, or to prevent the establishment of such an industry, or 
to restrain or monopolise trade and commerce in the United 
States, are hereby declared unlawful, and when found by the 
President to exist shall be dealt with, in addition to any other 
provisions of law, as hereinafter provided. 


(b) Znvestigations of Violations by Commission.—To assist 
the President in making any decisions under this Section the 
Commission is hereby authorised to investigate any alleged 
violation thereof on complaint under oath or upon its initiative. 


(c) Hearings and Review.—The Commission shall make such 
investigation under and in accordance with such rules as it may 
promulgate and give such notice and afford such hearing, and 
when deemed proper by the Commission such rehearing, with 
opportunity to offer evidence, oral or written, as it may deem 
sufficient for a full presentation of the facts involved in such 
investigation. The testimony in every such investigation shall 
be reduced to writing, and a transcript thereof with the findings 
and recommendation of the Commission shall be the official 
record of the proceedings and findings in the case, and in any 
case where the findings in such investigation show a violation 
of this Section, a copy of the findings shall be promptly mailed 
or delivered to the importer or consignee of noth 3 articles. Such 
findings, if supported by evidence, shall be conclusive except 
that a rehearing may be granted by the Commission and except 
that, within such time after said findings are made and in such 
manner as appeals may be taken from decisions of the United 
States Customs Court, an appeal may be taken from said find- 
ings on a question or questions of law only to the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals by the 
importer or consignee of such articles. If it shall be shown 
to the satisfaction of said court that further evidence 
should be taken, and that there were reasonable grounds for 
the failure to adduce such evidence in the proceedings before 
the Commission, said court may order such additional evidence 
to be taken before the Commission in such manner and upon 
such terms and conditions as to the court may seem proper. 
The Commission may modify its findings as to the facts or 
make new findings by reason of additional evidence which, if 
supported by evidence, shall be conclusive as to the facts except 
that within such time and in such manner an appeal may be taken 
as aforesaid upon a question or questions of law only. The 
judgment of said court shall be final. 


(d) Transmission of Findings to President.—The final find 
ings of the Commission shall be transmitted with the record to 
the President. 

(e) Exclusion of Articles from Entry.—Whenever the exist- 
ence of any such unfair method or act shall be established to 
the satisfaction of the President he shall direct that the articles 
concerned in such unfair methods or acts, imported by any 
person violating the provisions of this Act, shall be excluded 
from entry into the United States, and upon information of 
such action by the President, the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall, through the proper officers, refuse such entry. The decision 
of the President shall be conclusive. 

(f) Entry Under Bond.—Whenever the President has reason 
to believe that any article is offered or sought to be offered 
for entry into the United States in violation of this Section 
but has not information sufficient to satisfy him thereof, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall, upon his request in writing, 
forbid entry thereof until such investigation as the President 
may deem necessary shall be completed; except that such 
article shall be entitled to entry under bond prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

(¢) Continuance of HEaclusion.—Any refusal of entry under 
this Section shall continue in effect until the President shall 
find and instruct the Secretary of the Treasury that the condi 
tions which led to such refusal of entry no longer exist. 


(h) Definition.—When used in this Section and in Sections 
338 and 340, the term ‘‘ United States ’’ includes the several 
States and Territories, the District of Columbia, and all posses- 
sions of the United States except the Philippine Islands, the 
Virgin Islands, American Samoa, and the island of Guam. 


Sec. 338. Discrimination by Foreign Countries. 


(a) Additional Duties.—The President when he finds that 
the public interest will be served thereby shall by proclamation 
specify and declare new or additional duties as hereinafter 
provided upon articles wholly or in part the growth or product 
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of, or imported in a vessel of, any foreign country whenever 
he shall find as a fact that such country— 


(1) Imposes, directly or indirectly, upon the disposition 
in or transportation in transit through or re-exportation 
from such country of any article wholly or in part the 
growth or product of the United States any unreasonable 
charge, exaction, regulation, or limitation which is not 
equally enforced upon the like articles of every foreign. 
country ; or 


(2) Discriminates in fact against the commerce of the 
United States, directly or indirectly, by law or administra- 
tive regulation or practice, by or in respect to any 
customs, tonnage, or port duty, fee, charge, exaction, 
classification, regulation, condition, restriction, or prohibi-. 
tion, in such manner as to place the commerce of the United 
States at a disadvantage compared with the commerce of 
any foreign country. 


(b) Eaclusion from Importation.—If at any time the Presi- 
dent shall find it to be a fact that any foreign country has 
not only discriminated against the commerce of the United 
States, as aforesaid, but has, after the issuance of a proclama- 
tion as authorised in subdivision (a) of this Section, maintained 
or increased its said discriminations against the commerce of the 
United States, the President is hereby authorised, if he deems 
it consistent with the interests of the United States, to issue 
a further proclamation directing that such products of said 
country or such articles imported in its vessels as he shall deem 
consistent with the public interests shall be excluded from 
importation into the United States. 


(c) Application of Proclamation.—Any proclamation issued by 
the President under the authority of this Section shall, if he 
deems it consistent with the interests of the United States, 
extend to the whole of any foreign country or may be confined 
to any subdivision or subdivisions dissaal and the President 
shall, whenever he deems the public interests require, suspend, 
revoke, supplement, or amend any such proclamation. 


(d) Duties to Offset Commercial Disadvantages.—Whenever 
the President shall find as a fact that any foreign country 
places any burden or disadvantage upon the commerce of the 
United States by any of the unequal impositions or discrimina- 
tions aforesaid, he shall, when he finds that the public interest 
will be served thereby, by proclamation specify and declare 
such new or additional rate or rates of duty as he shall deter 
mine will offset such hurden or disadvantage, not to exceed 
50 per cent. ad valorem or its equivalent, on any products of, 
or on articles imported in a vessel of, such foreign country ; 
and thirty days after the date of such proclamation there 
shall be levied, collected, and paid upon the articles enumerated 
in such proclamation when imported into the United States 
from such foreign country such new or additional rate or 
rates of duty; or, in case of articles declared subject to 
exclusion from importation into the United States under the 
provisions of subdivision (b) of this Section, such articles shall 
be excluded from importation. 

(e) Duties to Offset Benefits to Third Country.—Whenever 
the President shall find as a fact that any foreign country 
imposes any unequal imposition or discrimination as aforesaid 
upon the commerce of the United States, or that any benefits 
accrue or are likely to accrue to any industry in any foreign 
country by reason of any such imposition or discrimination 
imposed by any foreign country other than the foreign country 
in which such industry is located, and whenever the President 
shall determine that any new or additional rate or rates of 
duty or any prohibition hereinbefore provided for do not effec- 
tively remove such imposition or discrimination and that any 
henefits from any such imposition or discrimination accrue or are 
likely to accrue to any industry in any foreign country, he shall, 
when he finds that the public interest will be served thereby, 
by proclamation specify and declare such new or additional 
rate or rates of duty upon the articles wholly or in part the 
growth or product of any such industry as he shall determine 
will offset such benefits, not to exceed 50 per cent. ad valorem 
or its equivalent, upon importation from any foreign country 
into the United States of such articles; and on and after 
thirty days after the date of any such proclamation such new or 
additional rate or rates of duty so specified and declared in 
such proclamation shall be levied, collected, and paid upon 
such articles. 

(f) Forfeiture of Articles.—Al}) articles imported contrary to 
the provisions of this Section shall be forfeited to the United 
States and shall he liable to be seized, prosecuted, and con- 
demned in like manner and under the same regulations, restric 
tions, and provisions as may from time to time be established 
for the recovery, collection, distribution and remission of 
forfeitures to the United States by the several revenue laws. 
Whenever the provisions of this Act shall be applicable to im- 
portations into the United States of articles wholly or in part 
the growth or product of any foreign country, they shall be 
applicable thereto whetker such articles are imported directly 
or indirectly. 

(g) Ascertainment by Commission of Discriminations.—It 
shall be the duty of the Commission to ascertain and at all 
times to be informed whether any of the discriminations against 
the commerce of the United States enumerated in subdivisions 
(a), (b), and (e) of this Section are practised by any country ; 
and if and when such discriminatory acts are disclosed, it 
shall be the duty of the Commission to bring the matter to the 
attention of the President, together with recommendations. 
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(h) Rules and Regulations of Secretary of Treasury.—The 
Secretary of the Treasury with the approval of the President 
shali make such rules and regulations as are necessary for 
the execution of such proclamations as the President may issue 
in accordance with the provisions of this Section. 


(i) Definition.—When used in this Section the term ‘ foreign 
country ’’ means any empire, country, dominion, colony, or pro- 
tectorate, or any subdivision or subdivisions thereof (other than 
the United States and its possessions), within which separate 
tariff rates or separate regulations of commerce are enforced. 


Sec. 339. Hffect of Re-enactment of Existing Law. 


Notwithstanding the repeal by Section 651 of the laws relat- 
ing to the United States Tariff Commission and their re-enact- 
ment in Sections 330 to 338, inclusive, with modifications, the 
unexpended balances of appropriations available for the Com- 
mission at the time this Section takes effect shall remain avail- 
able for the Commission in the administration of its functions 
under this Act; and such repeal and re-enactment shall not 
operate to change the status of the officers and employees under 
the jurisdiction of the Commission at the time this Section 
takes effect. No investigation or other proceeding pending 
before the Commission at such time (other than proceedings 
under Section 315 of the Tariff Act of 1922) shall abate by 
reason of such repeal and re-enactment, but shall continue under 
the provisions of this Act. 


Sec. 340. Domestic Value—Conversion of Rates. 


(a) Conversion of Rates by Commission.—The Commission 
shall ascertain, with respect to each of the ad valorem rates of 
duty, and each of the rates of duty regulated by the value of 
the article, specified in this Act, an ad valorem rate (or a 
rate regulated by the value of the article, as the case may be) 
which if applied upon the basis of domestic value would have 
resulted as nearly as possible in the imposition, during the 
period from July 1, 1927, to June 30, 1929, both dates inclusive, 
of amounts of duty neither greater nor less than would have 
been collectible at the rate specified in this Act applied upon 
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the basis of value defined in Section 402 of the Tariff Act of 
1922. 


(b) Report to Congress by Commission.—The Commission 
shall, as soon as practicable, but in no event later than July 1, 
1932, submit a report to the Congress setting forth the classes 
of articles with respect to which the conversion of rates has 
been made, together with the converted rates applicable thereto. 


(c) Data to be Furnished by Secretary of Treasury and Secre- 
tary of Commerce.—To assist the Commission in carrying out 
the provisions of this Section, the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Secretary of Commerce are authorised and directed to 
furnish to the Commission, upon request, any data or informa- 
tion in the possession or control of their respective departments 
relating to the importation, entry, appraisement, and classifica- 
tion of merchandise and the collection of duties thereon. 


(d) Definitions.—When used in this Section— 


_ (1) The term ‘ domestic value,’’ applied with respect to 
imported merchandise, means 


(A) the price at which such or similar imported mer- 
chandise is freely offered for sale, at the time of export- 
ation of the imported merchandise, packed ready 
for delivery, in the principal market of the United 
States to all purchasers, in the usual wholesale quanti- 
ties and in the ordinary course of trade, or 


(B) if such or similar imported merchandise is not so 
offered for sale in the United States, then an estimated 
value, based on the price at which merchandise, whether 
imported or domestic, comparable in construction or 
use with the imported merchandise, is so offered for 
sale, with such adjustments as may be necessary owing 
to differences in size, material, construction, texture, 
and other differences. 


(2) The term ‘“‘ rate of duty regulated by the value of 
the article ’’ means a rate of duty regulated in any manner 
by the value of the article, and includes the value classifi- 
cation by which such rate is regulated. 


Sec. 341 prohibits interference with the functions of the Com- 
Mission. 


FROM TITLE IV.—ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS. 


PART I.—DEFINITIONS. 


Src. 401 contains the definitions of the terms ‘“‘ vessel,”’ 
‘“ vehicle,’ ‘‘ merchandise,’’ ‘‘ person,’’ ‘‘ master,’ ‘‘ day,”’ 
“night,” ‘‘ collector,” ‘‘ Comptroller of Customs,’’ ‘“‘ ap- 
praiser,”’ and ‘‘ United States,’’ for the purposes of this Title. 





Sec. 402. Value. 


(a) Basis.—For the purposes of this Act the value uf imported 
merchandise shall be— 


(1) The foreign value or the export value, whichever is 
higher ; 


(2) If the appraiser determines that neither the foreign 
value nor the export value can be satisfactorily ascertained, 
then the United States value; 


(3) If the appraiser determines that neither the foreign 
value, the export value, nor the United States value can 
be satisfactorily ascertained, then the cost of production ; 


(4) In the case of an article with respect to which there 
is in effect under Section 336 a rate of duty based upon 
the American selling price of a domestic article, then the 
American selling price of such article. 


(b) Review of Appraiser’s Decision.—A decision of the ap- 
praiser that foreign value, export value, or United States value 
cannot be satisfactorily ascertained shall be subject to review 
in re-appraisement proceedings under Section 501; but in any 
such proceeding, an affidavit executed outside of the United 
States shall not be admitted in evidence if executed by any 
person who fails to permit a Treasury attaché to inspect his 
books, papers, records, accounts, documents, or correspondence, 
pertaining to the value or classification of such merchandise. 


(c) Foreign Value.—The foreign value of imported merchan- 
dise shall be the market value or the price at the time of ex- 
portation of such merchandise to the United States, at which such 
or similar merchandise is freely offered for sale to all purchasers 
in the principal markets of the country from which exported, 
in the usual wholesale quantities and in the ordinary course of 
trade, including the cost of all containers and coverings of what- 
ever nature, and all other costs, charges, and expenses inci- 
dent to placing the merchandise in condition, packed ready for 
shipment to the United States. 


(d) Export Value.—-The export value of imported merchandise 
shall be the market value or the price, at the time of exporta- 
tion of such merchandise to the United States, at’ which such 
or similar merchandise is freely offered for sale to all purchasers 
in the principal markets of the country from which exported, 
in the usual wholesale quantities and in the ordinary course of 
trade, for exportation to the United States, plus, when not 
included in such price, the cost of all containers and coverings of 
whatever nature, and all other costs, charges, and expenses inci- 





dent to placing the merchandise in condition, packed ready for 
shipment to the United States. 


(e) United States Value.—The United States value of imported 
merchandise shall be the price at which such or similar imported 
merchandise is freely offered for sale, packed ready for delivery, 
in the principal market of the United States to all purchasers, 
at the time of exportation of the imported merchandise, in the 
usual wholesale quantities and in the ordinary course of trade, 
with allowance made for duty, cost of transportation and insur- 
ance, and other necessary expenses from the place of shipment to 
the place of delivery, a commission not exceeding 6 per cent. if 
any has been paid or contracted to be paid on goods secured 
otherwise than by purchase, or profits not to exceed 8 per cent. 
and a reasonable allowance for general expenses, not to exceed 
5 per cent. on purchased goods. 


(f) Cost of Production.—For the purpose of this title the cost 
of production of imported merchandise shall be the sum of— 


(1) The cost of materials of, and of fabrication, manipu- 
lation, or other process employed in manufacturing or pro- 
ducing such or similar merchandise, at a time preceding the 
date of exportation of the particular merchandise under 
consideration which would ordinarily permit the manufac- 
ture or production of the particular merchandise under con- 
sideration in the usual course of business ; 


(2) The usual general expenses (not less than 10 per cent. 
of such cost) in the case of such or similar merchandise ; 


(3) The cost of all containers and coverings of whatever 
nature, and all other costs, charges, and expenses incident to 
placing the particular merchandise under consideration in 
— packed ready for shipment to the United States ; 
an 


(4) An addition for profit (not less than 8 per cent. of the 
sum of the amounts found under paragraphs (1) and (2) of 
this subdivision) equal to the profit which ordinarily is 
added, in the case of merchandise of the same general 
character as the particular merchandise under consideration 
by manufacturers or producers in the country of manufac- 
ture or production who are engaged in the production or 
manufacture of merchandise of the same class or kind. 


(g) American Selling Price.—The American selling price of 
any article manufactured or produced in the United States shall 
be the price, including the cost of all containers and coverings 
of whatever nature and all other costs, charges, and expenses 
incident to placing the merchandise in condition packed ready 
for delivery, at which such article is freely offered for sale to all 
purchasers in the principal market of the United States, in the 
ordinary course of trade and in the usual wholesale quantities in 
such market, or the price that the manufacturer, producer, or 
owner would have received or was willing to receive for such 
merchandise when sold in the ordinary course of trade and in 
the usual wholesale quantities, at the time of exportation of the 
imported article.

Sec. 466 relates to the duties to be charged on repairs, etc., 
made to United States vessels in a foreign country. 


PART III.—ASCERTAINMENT, COLLECTION, AND 
RECOVERY OF DUTIES. 


Sec. 481. Znvoice—Contents. 


(a) In General.—All invoices of merchandise to be imported 
into the United States shall set forth— 


(1) The port of entry to which the merchandise is destined ; 


(2) The time when, the place where, and the person by 
whom and the person to whom the merchandise is sold or 
agreed to be sold, or if to be imported otherwise than in 
pursuance of a purchase, the place from which shipped, the 
time when and the person to whom and the person by 
whom it is shipped ; 


(3) A detailed description of the merchandise, including 
the name by which each item is known, the grade or quality, 
and the marks, numbers, or symbols under which sold by 
the seller or manufacturer to the trade in the country of 
exportation, together with the marks and numbers of the 
packages in which the merchandise is packed ; 


(4) The quantities in the weights and measures of the 
country or place from which the merchandise is shipped, or 
in the weights and measures of the United States; 


(5) The purchase price of each item in the currency of the 
purchase, if the merchandise is shipped in pursuance of a 
purchase or an agreement to purchase ; 


(6) If the merchandise is shipped otherwise than in pur- 
suance of a purchase or an agreement to purchase, the value 
for each item, in the currency in which the transactions are 
usually made, or, in the absence of such value, the price in 
such currency that the manufacturer, seller, shipper, or 
owner would have received, or was willing to receive, for 
such merchandise if sold in the ordinary course of trade and 
in the usual wholesale quantities in the country of exporta- 
tion ; 

(7) The kind of currency, whether gold, silver, or paper ; 

(8) All charges upon the merchandise, itemised by name 
and amount when known to the seller or shipper; or all 
charges by name (including commissions, insurance, freight, 
cases, containers, coverings, and cost of packing) included 
in the invoice prices when the amounts for such charges 
are unknown to the seller or shipper ; 

(9) All rebates, drawbacks, and bounties, separately item- 
ised, allowed upon the exportation of the merchandise; and 

(10) Any other facts deemed necessary to a _ proper 
appralsement, examination, and classification of the mer- 
chandise that the Secretary of the Treasury may require. 


(b) Shipments Not Purchased and Not Shipped by Manu- 
facturer.—lf{ the merchandise is shipped to a person in the 
United States by a person other than the manufacturer, other- 
wise than by purchase, such person shall state on the invoice 
the time when, the place where, the person from whom such 
merchandise was purchased, and the price paid therefor in the 
currency of the purchase, stating whether gold, silver, or paper. 

(c) Purchases in Different Consular Districts.—When the 
merchandise has been purchased in different Consular districts 
for shipment tv the United States and is assembled for shipment 
aud embraced in a single invoice which is produced for certifi- 
cation under the proyisions of paragraph (2) of subdivision (a) 
of Section 482 of this Act, the invoice shall have attached 
thereto the original bills or invoices received by the shipper, 
or extracts therefrom, showing the actual prices paid or to be 
paid for such merchandise. ‘The Consular officer to whom the 
invoice is so produced for certification may require that any 
such original bill or invoice be certified by the Consular officer 
for the district in which the merchandise was purchased. 


(d) Exceptions by Regulations.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury may by regulations provide for such exceptions from 
the requirements of this Section as he deems advisable. 


Sec. 482. Certified Invoice. 


(a) Certification in General.—Every invoice covering mer- 
chandise exceeding $100 in value shall, at or before the time of 
the shipment of the merchandise, or as soon thereafter as the 
conditions will permit, be produced for certification to the Con- 
sular officer of the United States— 

(1) For the Consular district in which the merchandise 
was manufactured, or purchased, or from which it was to 
be delivered pursuant to contract ; 


(2) For the Consular district in which the merchandise 
is assembled and repacked for shipment to the United 
States, if it has been purchased in different Consular 
districts. 

(b) Declaration.—Such invoices shall have endorsed thereon, 
when so produced, a verified declaration, in a form prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, stating whether the mer- 
chandise is sold or agreed to be sold, or whether it is shipped 
otherwise than in pursuance of a purchase or an agreement to 
purchase, that there is no other invoice differing from the 





invoice so produced, and that all the statements contained ina 
such invoice and in such declaration are true and correct. 

(c) Making and Signing.—Every certified invoice shall be 
made out in triplicate, or, for merchandise intended for 
immediate transportation under the provisions of Section 552* 
of this Act, in quadruplicate, if desired by the shipper, and 
shall be signed by the seller or shipper, or the agent of either ; 
but a person who has no interest in the merchandise except 
as broker or forwarder shall not be competent to sign any 
such invoice. Where any such invoice is signed by an agent, 
he shall state thereon the name of his principal. 

(d) Certified Under Existing Law.—Such invoices shall be 
certified in accordance with the provisions of existing law. 

(e) Disposition.—The original of the invoice and, if made, 
the quadruplicate shall be delivered to the exporter, to be 
forwarded to the consignee for use in making entry of the 
merchandise, and the triplicate shall be promptly transmitted 
by the Consular officer to the Collector of Customs at the port 
of entry named in the invoice. The duplicate shall be filed in 
the office of the Consular officer by whom the invoice was 
certified, to be there kept until the Secretary of State 
authorises its destruction. 


(f) Certification by Others than American Consul.—When 
merchandise is to be shipped from a place so remote from an 
American Consulate as to render impracticable certification of 
the invoice by an American Consular officer, such invoice may 
be certified by a Consular officer of a nation at the time in 
amity with the United States, or if there be no such Consular 
officer available such invoice shall be executed before a notary 
public or other officer having authority to administer oaths and 
having an official seal: Provided, That invoices for mer- 
chandise shipped to the United States from the Philippine 
Islands, the Virgin Islands, American Samoa, the island of 
Guam, or the Canal Zone may be certified by the Collector of 
Customs or the person acting as such, or by his deputy. 


(g) Effective Date.—This Section shall take effect sixty days 
after the date of enactment of this Act. 


Sec. 483. Consignee as Owner of Merchandise. 


For the purposes of this Title— 

(1) All merchandise imported into the United States 
shall be held to be the property of the person to whom 
the same is consigned; and the holder of a bill of lading 
duly endorsed by the consignee therein named, or, if con- 
signed to order, by the consignor, shall be deemed the con- 
signee thereof. ‘The underwriters of abandoned mer- 
chandise and the salvors of merchandise saved from a wreck 
at sea or on or along a coast of the United States may be 
regarded as the consignees. 

(2) A person making entry of merchandise under the 
provisions of subdivision (h) or (i) of Section 484 (relating 
to entry on carrier’s certificate and on duplicate bill of 
lading, respectively) shall be deemed the sole consignee 
thereof. 


Sec. 484. Entry of Merchandise. 


(a) Requirement and Time.—Except as provided in Sections 
490, 498, 552 and 553 and in subdivision (j) of Section 336 of 
this Act, and in subdivisions (h) and (i) of this Section, the 
consignee of imported merchandise shall make entry therefor 
either in person or by an agent authorised by him in writing 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe. Such entry shall be made at the Custom house 
within forty-eight hours, exclusive of Sundays and _ holidays, 
after the entry of the importing vessel or report of the vehicle, 
or after the arrival at the port of destination in the case of 
merchandise transported in bond, unless the Collector authorises 
in writing a longer time. 

(b) Production of Certified Invoice.—No merchandise shall 
be admitted to entry under the provisions of this Section with- 
out the production of a certified invoice therefor, except that 
entry may be permitted if— 

(1) The Collector is satisfied that the failure to produce 
such invoice is due to causes beyond the control of the 
person making entry ; 

(2) Such person makes a verified declaration in writing 
that he is unable to produce such invoice and (a) files 
therewith a seller’s or shipper’s invoice, or (B) if he is 
not in possession of a Seller's or shipper’s invoice files 
therewith a statement of the value, or the price paid, in 
the form of an invoice; and 

(3) Such person gives a bond for the production of such 
certified invoice within six months. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may by regulations provide 
for such exceptions from the requirements of this subdivision 
as he deems advisable. 

(c) Production of Bill of Lading.—The consignee shall pro- 
duce the bill of lading at the time of making entry, except 
that— 

(1) If the Collector is satisfied that no bill of lading 
has been issued, the shipping receipt or other evidence 
satisfactory to the Collector may be accepted in lieu thereof ; 





* Sections 552 and 553 relate to immediate transportation 
and transit goods. 
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(2) The Collector is authorised to permit entry and to 
release merchandise from Customs custody without the 
production of the bill of lading if the person making such 
entry gives a bond satisfactory to the Collector, in a sum 
equal to not less than one and one-half times the invoice 
value of the merchandise, to produce such bill of lading, to 
relieve the Collector of all liability, to indemnify the Col- 
lector against loss, to defend every action brought upon a 
claim for loss or damage, by reason of such release from 
Customs custody or a failure to produce such bill of lading 
and to entitle any person injured by reason of such release 
from Customs custody to sue on such bond in his own name, 
without making the Collector a party thereto. Any person 
so injured by such release may sue on such bond to re- 
cover any damages so sustained by him; and 


(3) The provisions of this subdivision shall not apply 
in the case of an entry under subdivision (h) or (i) of this 
Section (relating to entry on carrier’s certificate and on 
duplicate bill of lading, respectively). 


(d) Signing and Contents.—Such entry shall be signed by the 
consignee, or his agent, and shall set forth such facts in regard 
to the importation as the Secretary of the Treasury may require 
for the purpose of assessing duties and to secure a proper ex- 
amination, inspection, appraisement, and liquidation, and shall 
be accompanied by such invoices, bills of lading, certificates, 
and documents as are required by law and regulations promul- 
gated thereunder. 


(e) Statistical Enumeration.—The Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Commerce, and the Chairman of the United 
States Tariff Commission are authorised and directed to estab- 
lish from time to time for statistical purposes an enumeration 
of articles in such detail as in their judgment may be neces- 
sary, comprehending all merchandise imported into the United 
States, and as a part of the entry there shall be attached there- 
to or included therein an accurate statement specifying, in 
terms of such detailed enumeration, the kinds and quantities 
of all merchandise imported and the value of the total quantity 
of each kind of article. 


(f) Packages Included.—If any of the certificates or docu- 
ments necessary to make entry of any part of merchandise arriv- 
ing on one vessel or vehicle and consigned to one consignee 
have not arrived, such part may be entered subsequently, and 
notation of the packages or cases to be omitted from the original 
entry shall be made thereon. One or more packages arriving on 
one vessel or vehicle addressed for delivery to one person and 
ri sta in another package containing packages addressed for 
delivery to other persons may be separately entered, under such 
rules and regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe. All other merchandise arriving on one vessel or vehicle 
and consigned to one consignee shall be included in one entry. 


(g) Statement of Cost of Production.—Under such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, the Collector 
or the appraiser may require a verified statement from the 
manufacturer or producer showing the cost of production of the 
imported merchandise, when necessary to the appraisement of 
such merchandise. 


(h) Entry on Carrier's Certificate.—Any person certified by 
the carrier bringing the merchandise to the port at which 
entry is to be made to be the owner or consignee of the mer- 
chandise, or an agent of such owner or consignee, may make 
entry thereof, either in person or by an authorised agent, in 
the manner and subject to the requirements prescribed in this 
Section (or in regulations promulgated hereunder) in the case of 
a consignee within the meaning of paragraph (1) of Section 
483. 


(i) Entry on Duplicate Bill of Lading.—Any person may, 
upon the production of a duplicate bill of lading signed or certi- 
fied to be genuine by the carrier bringing the merchandise to 
the port at which entry is to be made, make entry for the mer- 
chandise in respect of which such bill of lading is issued, in 
the manner os subject to the requirements prescribed in this 
Section (or in regulations promulgated hereunder) in the case 
of a consignee within the meaning of paragraph hy of Section 
483, except that such person shall make such entry in his own 
name. 


(j) Release of Merchandise.—Merchandise shall be released 
from Customs custody only to or upon the order of the carrier 
by whom the merchandise is brought to the port at which entry 
is made, except that merchandise in a bonded warehouse shall 
be released from Customs custody only to or upon the order of 
the proprietor of the warehouse. The Collector shall return to 
the person making entry the bill of lading (if any is produced) 
with a notation thereon to the effect that entry for such mer- 
chandise has been made. The Collector shall not be liable to 
any person in respect of the delivery of merchandise released 
from Customs custody in accordance with the provisions of this 
Section. Where a recovery is had in any suit or proceeding 
against a Collector on account of the release of merchandise 
from Customs custody, in the performance of his official duty, 
and the court certifies that there was probable cause for such 
release by the Collector, or that he acted under the directions 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, or other proper officer of 
the Government, no execution shall issue against such Collector, 
but the amount so recovered shall, upon final judgment, be paid 
out of moneys appropriated from the Treasury for that pur- 
pose. 





Sec. 485. Declaration. 


(a) Requirement.—Form and Contents.—Every consignee 
making an entry under the provisions of Section 484 of this 
Act shall make and file therewith, in a form to be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, a declaration under oath, 
stating— 


(1) Whether the merchandise is imported in: pursuance of 
a purchase or an agreement to purchase, or whether it is 
imported otherwise than in pursuance of a purchase or 
agreement to purchase ; 


(2) That the prices set forth in the invoice are true, in 
the case of merchandise purchased or agreed to be pur. 
chased, or in the case of merchandise secured otherwise 
than by purchase or agreement to purchase, that the state- 
ments in such invoice as to value or price are true to the 
best of his knowledge and belief ; 


(3) That all other statements in the invoice or other docu- 
ments filed with the entry, or in the entry itself, are true 
and correct; and 


(4) That he will produce at once to the collector any in- 
voice, paper, letter, document, or information received 
showing that any such prices or statements are not true or 
correct. 


(b) Books and Periodicals.—The Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorised to prescribe regulations for one declaration in the 
case of books, magazines, newspapers, and periodicals published 
and imported in successive parts, numbers, or volumes, and 
entitled to free entry. 


(c) Agents.—In the event that an entry is made by an agent 
under the provisions of Section 484 of this Act and such agent 
is not in possession of such declaration of the consignee, such 
agent shall give a bond to produce such declaration. 


(d) A consignee shall not be liable for any additional or in- 
creased duties if (1) he declares at the time of entry that he is 
not the actual owner of the merchandise, (2) he furnishes the 
name and address of such owner, and (38) within ninety days 
from the date of entry he produces a declaration of such owner 
conditioned that he will pay all additional and increased duties, 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe. Such owner shall possess all the rights of a consignee. 


(e) Separate Forms for Purchase and Non-Purchase Importa- 
tions.—The Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe separate 
forms for the declaration in the case of merchandise which is 
imported in pursuance of a purchase or agreement to purchase 
and merchandise which is imported otherwise than in pursuance 
of a purchase or agreement to purchase. 


(f) Deceased or Insolvent Persons—Partnerships and Corpora- 
tions.—Whenever such merchandise is consigned to a deceased 
person, or to an insolvent person who has assigned the same for 
the benefit of his creditors, the executor or administrator, or the 
assignee of such person or receiver or trustee in bankruptcy, shall 
be considered as the consignee ; when consigned to a partnership 
the declaration of one of the partners only shall be required, and 
when consigned to a corporation such declaration may be made by 
any officer of such corporation, or by any other person specifically 
authorised by any officer of such corporation to make the same. 


Sec. 486 deals with the administration of oaths by Customs 
officers, postmasters, etc. 


Sec. 487. Value in Entry—Amendment. 


The consignee or his agent may, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, at the time entry is 
made, or at any time before the invoice or the merchandise has 
come under the observation of the appraiser for the purpose of 
appraisement, make in the entry such additions to or deductions 
from the cost or value given in the invoice as, in his opinion, 
may raise or lower the same to the value of such merchandise. 


Sec. 488. Appraisement of Merchandise. 


The collector within whose district any merchandise is entered 
shall cause such merchandise to be appraised. 


Sec. 489. Additional Duties. 


If the final appraised value of any article of imported mer- 
chandise which is subject to an ad valorem rate of duty or to a 
duty based upon or regulated in any manner by the value thereof 
shall exceed the entered value, there shall be levied, collected, 
and paid, in addition to the duties imposed by law on such mer- 
chandise, an additional duty of 1 per cent of the total final 
appraised value thereof for each 1 per cent. that such final 
appraised value exceeds the value declared in the entry. Such 
additional entry shall apply only to the particular article or 
articles in each invoice that are so advanced in value upon final 
appraisement and shall not be imposed upon any article upon 
which the amount of duty imposed by law on account of the final 
appraised value does not exceed the amount of duty that would 
be imposed if the final appraised value did not exceed the entered 
value, and shall be limited to 75 per cent. of the final appraised 
value of such article or articles. Such additional duties shall not 
be construed to be penal and shall not be remitted nor payment 
thereof in any way avoided, except in the case of a clerical error, 
upon the order of the Secretary of the Treasury, or in any case 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA : 


upon the finding of the United States Customs Court, upon a 
petition filed at any time after final appraisement and before the 
expiration of sixty days after liquidation and supported by satis- 
factory evidence under such rules as the court may prescribe, 
that the entry of the merchandise at a less value than that 
returned upon final appraisement was without any intention to 
defraud the revenue of the United States or to conceal or mis- 
represent the facts of the case or to deceive the appraiser as to 
the value of the merchandise. If the appraised value of any 
merchandise exceeds the value declared in the entry by more 
than 100 per cent., such entry shall be presumptively fraudulent, 
and the collector shall seize the whole case or package containing 
such merchandise and proceed as in case of forfeiture for viola- 
tion of the Customs laws; and in any legal proceeding other than 
a criminal prosecution that may result from such seizure, the 
undervaluation as shown by the appraisal shall be presumptive 
evidence of fraud, and the burden of proof shall be on the 
claimant to rebut the same, and forfeiture shall be adjudged 
unless he rebuts such presumption of fraud by sufficient evidence. 


Upon the making of such order or finding, the additional 
duties shall be remitted or refunded, wholly or in part, and 
the entry shall be liquidated or reliquidated accordingly. Such 
additional duties shall not be refunded in case of exportation of 
the merchandise, nor shall they be subject to the benefit of draw- 
back. All additiona) duties, penalties, or forfeitures applicable 
to merchandise entered in connection with a certified invoice shail 
be alike applicable to merchandise entered in connection with a 
seller’s or shipper’s invoice or statement in the form of an in- 
voice, 

Furniture described in paragraph 1811 shall enter the 
United States at ports which shall be designated by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for this purpose. If any article described in 
paragraph 1811 and imported for sale is rejected as unauthentic 
in respect to the antiquity claimed as a basis for free entry, there 
shall be imposed, collected, and paid on such article, unless 
exported under Customs supervision, a duty of 25 per cent. 
of the value of such article in addition to any other duty imposed 
by law upon such article. 


Sec. 490. General Orders. 


(a) Zncomplete Entry.—Whenever entry of any imported mer- 
chandise is not made within the time provided by law or the 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, or 
whenever entry of such merchandise is incomplete because of 
failure to pay the estimated duties, or whenever, in the opinion 
of the Collector, entry of such merchandise cannot be made for 
want of proper documents or other cause, or whenever the Col- 
lector believes that any merchandise is not correctly and legally 
invoiced, he shall take the merchandise into his custody and send 
it to a bonded warehouse or public store, to be held at the risk 
and expense of the consignee until entry is made or completed 
and the proper documents are produced, or a bond given for 
their production. 


(b) At Request of Consignee.—At the request of the consignee 
of any merchandise, or of the owner or master of the vessel or 
the person in charge of the vehicle in which the same is im- 
ported, any merchandise may be taken possession of by the Col- 
lector after the expiration of one day after the entry of the 
vessel or report of the vehicle and may be unladen and held 
ab ~ risk and expense of the consignee until entry thereof 
is made. 


Sec. 491. Unclaimed Merchandise. 


Any merchandise of which possession has been taken by the 
Collector which shall remain in bonded warehouse or public store 
for one year from the date of importation without entry thereof 
having been made and the duties and charges thereon paid, and 
any merchandise, destined to a foreign country, entered for 
transportation in bond through the United States, which shall 
remain in the United States during a period of one year from 
the date of its arrival at the port of exit (but in no case less 
than one year after the effective date ot this Act) without having 
been entered for consumption or warehouse, shall be considered 
unclaimed and abandoned to the Government and shall be 
appraised by the appraiser of merchandise and sold by the Col- 
lector at public auction under such regulations as the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall prescribe. All gunpowder and other ex- 
plosive substances and merchandise liable to depreciation in value 
by damage, leakage, or other cause to such extent that the pro- 
ceeds of sale thereof may be insufficient to pay the duties, 
storage, and other charges, if permitted to remain in public 
store or bonded warehouse for a period of one year, may be sold 
forthwith, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury may prescribe. 


Src. 492. Destruction of Abandoned or Forfeited Merchandise. 


Except as provided in Section 3369 of the Revised Statutes, 
as amended (relating to tobacco and snuff), and in Section 901 
of the Revenue Act of 1926 (relating to distilled spirits), any mer- 
chandise abandoned or forfeited to the Government under the 
preceding or any other provision of the Customs laws, which is 
subject to internal revenue tax and which the Collector shall 
be satisfied will not sell for a sufficient amount to pay such 
taxes, shall be forthwith destroyed under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the ‘Treasury, instead of being sold 
at auction. 


Sec. 493. Proceeds of Sale. 


The surplus of the proceeds of sales under Section 491 of 
this Act, after the payment of storage charges, expenses, duties, 
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aud the satisfaction of any lien for freight, charges, or contri- 
bution in general average, shall be deposited by the Collector 
in the Treasury of the United States, if claim therefor shall 
not be filed with the Collector within ten days from the date of 
sale, and the sale of such merchandise shall exonerate the 
master of any vessel in which the merchandise was imported 
from all claims of the owner thereof, who shall, nevertheless, on 
due proof of his interest, be entitled to receive from the Treasury 
the amount of any surplus of the proceeds of sale. 


Sec. 494. Expense of Weighing and Measuring. 


In all cases in which the invoice or entry does not state the 
weight, quantity, or measure of the merchandise, the expense 
of ascertaining the same shall be collected from the consignee 
before its release from Customs custody. 


Sec. 495. Partnership Bond. 


When any bond is required by law or regulations to be exe- 
cuted by any partnership for any purpose connected with the 
transaction of business at any Custom house, the execution 
of such bond by any member of such partnership shall bind 
the other partners in like manner and to the same extent as if 
such other partners had ape joined in the execution, and 
any action or suit may be instituted on such bond against all 
partners as if all had executed the same. 


Sec. 496. Hxamination of Baggage. 


The Collector may cause an examination to be made of the 
baggage of any person arriving in the United States in order 
te ascertain what articles are contained therein and whether 
subject to duty, free of duty, or prohibited, notwithstanding a 
declaration and entry therefor has been made. 


Sec. 497. Same—Penalties. 


Any article not included in the declaration and entry as made, 
and, before examination of the baggage was begun, not mentioned 
in writing by such person, if written declaration and entry 
was required, or orally if written declaration and entry was not 
required, shall be subject to forfeiture and such person shall 
be liable to a penalty equal to the value of such article. 


Sec. 498. Entry Under Regulations. 


(a) Authorised for Certain Merchandise.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorised to prescribe rules and regulations for the 
declaration and entry of— 

(1) Merchandise not exceeding $100 in value, including 
such merchandise imported through the mails ; 


(2) Merchandise damaged on the voyage of importation, 
by fire or through marine casualty or any other cause, 
without fault on the part of the shipper ; 


(3) Merchandise recovered from a wrecked or stranded 
vessel ; 


(4) Household effects used abroad and personal effects, 
not imported in pursuance of a purchase or agreement for 
purchase and not intended for sale; 


(5) Articles sent by persons in foreign countries as gifts 
to persons in the United States ; 


(6) Articles carried on the person or contained in the 
baggage of a person arriving in the United States; 

(7) Tools of trade of a person arriving in the United 
States ; 


(8) Personal effects of citizens of the United States who 
have died in a foreign country ; 


(9) Merchandise within the provisions of Sections 465 and 
466 of this Act (relating to supplies, repairs, and equipment 
on vessels and railway cars) at the first port of arrival ; 


(10) Merchandise when in the opinion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury the value thereof cannot be declared ; and 


(11) Merchandise within the provisions of the Act 
entitled ‘“‘An Act to expedite the delivery of imported 
parcels and packages, not exceeding $500 in value,”’ 
approved June 8, 1896. 


(b) Application of General Provisions.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorised to include in such rules and regula- 
tions any of the provisions of Section 484 or 485 of this Act 
(relating, respectively, to entry and to declaration of mer- 
chandise generally). 


Sec. 499. Hxamination of Merchandise. 


Imported merchandise, required by law or regulations made 
in pursuance thereof to be inspected, examined, or appraised, 
shall not be delivered from Customs custody, except as other- 
wise provided in this Act, until it has been inspected, examined, 
or appraised and is reported by the appraiser to have been 
truly and correctly invoiced and found to comply with the 
requirements of the laws of the United States. The Collector 
shall designate the packages or quantities covered by any 
invoice or entry which are to be opened and examined for the 
purpose of appraisement or otherwise and shall order such 
packages or quantities to be sent to the public stores or other 
places for such purpose. Not less than one package of every 
invoice and not less than one package of every ten packages 
of merchandise, shall be so designated unless the Secretary of 
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the Treasury, from the characler and description of the mer- 
chandise, is of the opinion that the examination of a less pro- 
portion of packages will amply protect the revenue and by 
special regulation permit a less number of packages to be 
examined. ‘The Collector or the appraiser may require such 
additional packages or quantities as either of them may deem 
uecessary. If any package is found by the appraiser to contain 
any article not specified in the invoice and he reports to the 
Collector that in his opinion such article was omitted from the 
invoice with fraudulent intent on the part of the seller, shipper, 
owner, or agent, the contents of the entire package in which 
such article 1s found shall be lable to seizure, but if the 
appraiser reports that no such fraudulent intent is apparent 
then the value of said article shall be added to the entry and 
the duties thereon paid accordingly. If a deficiency is found 
in quantity, weight, or measure in the examination of any 
package, report thereof shall be made to the Collector, who 
shall make allowance therefor in the liquidation of duties. 


Sec. 500. Duties of Appraising Officers. 


(a) Appraiser.—It shall be the duty of the appraiser under 
such rules and regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe— 

(1) To appraise the merchandise in the unit of quantity 
in which the merchandise is usually bought and sold by 
ascertaining or estimating the value thereof by all reason- 
able ways and means in his power, any statement of cost 
or cost of production in any invoice, affidavit, declaration, 
or other document to the contrary notwithstanding ; 

(2) To ascertain the number of yards, parcels, cr 
quantities of the merchandise ordered or designated for 
examination ; 

(3) To ascertain whether the merchandise has been truly 
and correctly invoiced ; 

(4) To describe the merchandise in order that the collector 
may determine the dutiable classification thereof; and 


(5) To report his decisions to the collector. 
(b) Reports of Appraiser’s Subordinates.—The appraiser 
shall have power to review, revise, and correct the reports of 
his subordinate officers. 


(c) Chief Assistant and Deputy Appraisers.—The duties of 
chief assistant appraiser and deputy appraisers shall be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. During the 
absence or disability of the appraiser, or in the event that 
there is no appraiser, the chief assistant appraiser shall exercise 
the powers and perform the duties of the appraiser. 


(d) Assistant Appraisers.—It shall be the duty of an 
assistant appraiser— 

(1) To examine and inspect such merchandise as the 
appraiser may direct, and to report to him the value 
thereof ; 

(2) To revise and correct the reports and to supervise 
and direct the work of such examiners and other employees 
as the appraiser may designate; and 

(3) To assist the appraiser, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury or the appraiser may prescribe. 


(e) Examiners.—It shall be the duty of an examiner to 
examine and inspect the merchandise and report the value and 
such other facts as the appraiser may require in his appraise- 
ment or report, and to perform such other duties as may be 
prescribed by rules and regulations of the Secretary of the 
Treasury or the appraiser. 

(f{) Acting Appraiser.—The Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorised to designate an officer of the Customs as acting 
appraiser at a port where there is no appraiser. Such acting 
appraiser shall take the oath, perform al] the duties, and 
possess all the powers of an appraiser. The Secretary of the 
Treasury may appoint an officer of the Customs who shall 
perform the functions of acting appraiser during the absence 
or disability of such acting appraiser. 


Sec. 501. Notice of Appraisement—Reappraisement. 


The collector shall give written notice of appraisement to 
the consignee, his agent, or his attorney, if (1) the appraised 
value is higher than the entered value, or (2) a change in the 
classification of the merchandise results from the appraiser’s 
determination of value. The decision of the appraiser shall be 
final and conclusive upon all parties unless a written appeal 
for a reappraisement is filed with or mailed to the United 
States Customs Court by the collector within sixty days after 
the date of the appraiser’ s report, or filed by the consignee or 
his agent with the collector within thirty days after the date 
of personal delivery, or if mailed the date of mailing 
of written notice of appraisement to the consignee, his agent 
or his attorney. No such appeal filed by the consignee or 
his agent shall be deemed valid, unless he has — with 
all the provisions of this Act relating to the entry and appraise- 
ment of such merchandise. Every such appeal shall be trans- 
mitted with the entry and the accompanying papers by the 
collector to the United States Customs Court and shall be 
assigned to one of the judges, who shall, after affording the 
parties an opportunity to be heard, determine the value of the 
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merchandise, Reasonable notice shall be given to the importer 
and to the person designated to represent the Government in 
such proceedings of the time and place of the hearing, at which 
the parties and their attorneys shall have an opportunity to 
introduce evidence and to hear and cross-examine the witnesses 
of the other party and to inspect all samples and all papers 
admitted or offered as evidence. In finding such value affidavits 
and depositions of persons whose attendance cannot reasonably 
be had, price lists and catalogues, reports or depositions of 
consuls, Customs agents, collectors, appraisers, assistant 
appraisers, examiners, and other officers of the Government 
may be admitted in evidence. Copies of official documents, 
when certified by an official duly authorised by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, may be admitted in evidence with the same force 
and effect as original documents. The value found by the 
appraiser shall be presumed to be the value of the merchandise 
and the burden shall rest upon the party who challenges its 
correctness to prove otherwise. 


The judge shall, after argument on the part of any of the 
interested parties requesting to be heard, render his decision 
in writing together with a statement of the reasons therefor 
and of the facts on which the decision is based. Such decision 
shall be final and conclusive upon all parties unless within 
thirty days from the date of the filing of the decision with the 
Collector an application for its review shall be filed with or 
mailed to the United States Customs Court by the Collector or 
other person authorised by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
a copy of such application mailed to the consignee, or his agent 
or attorney, or filed by the consignee, or his agent or attorney, 
with the Collector, by whom the same shall be forthwith for- 
warded to the United States Customs Court. Every such appli- 
cation shall be assigned by the court to a division of three 
judges, who shall consider the case upon the samples of the 
merchandise, if there be any, and the record made before the 
single judge, and, after hearing argument on the part of any 
of the interested parties requesting to be heard, shall affirm, 
reverse, or modify the decision of the single judge or remand 
the case to the single judge for further proceedings, and shall 
state its action in a written decision, to be forwarded to the 
Collector, setting forth the facts upon which the finding is 
based and the reasons therefor. The decision of the United 
States Customs Court shall be final and conclusive upon al! 
parties unless an appeal shall be taken by either party to the 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals upon a question or ques 
tions of law only within the time and in the manner provided 
by Section 198 of the Judicial Code, as amended. 


Sec. 502. Regulations for Appraisement and Classification. 


(a) Powers of Secretary of the T'reasury.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury shall establish and promulgate such rules and 
regulations not inconsistent with the law, and may disseminate 
such information as may be necessary to secure a just, impar- 
tial, and uniform appraisement of imported merchandise and 
the classification and assessment of duties thereon at the vari- 
ous ports of entry, and may direct any appraiser, deputy ap- 
praiser, assistant appraiser, or examiner of merchandise to go 
from one port of entry to another for the purpose of appraising 
or assisting in appraising merchandise imported at such port. 


(b) Reversal of Secretary’s Rulings.—No ruling or decision 
once made by the Secretary of the Treasury, giving construction 
to any law imposing Customs duties, shall be reversed or modi- 
fied adversely to the United States, by the same or a succeed- 
ing Secretary, except in concurrence with an opinion of the 
Attorney-General recommending the same, or a final decision 
of the United States Customs Court. 


(c) Duties of Customs Officers.—It shall be the duty of all 
officers of the Customs to execute and carry into effect all in- 
structions of the Secretary of the Treasury relative to the 
execution of the revenue laws; and in case any difficulty arises 
as to the true construction or meaning of any part of the 
revenue laws, the decision of the Secretary shall be binding 
upon all officers of the Customs. 


Sec. 503. Dutiable Value. 


(a) General Rule.--Except as provided in Section 562 of this 
Act (relating to withdrawal from manipulating warehouses) and 
in subdivision (b) of this Section, the basis for the assessment 
of duties on imported merchandise subject to ad valorem rates 
of duty shall be the entered value or the final appraised value, 
whichever is higher. 


(b) Mntries Pending Reappraisement.—If the importer certi- 
fies at the time of entry that he has entered the merchandise 
at a value higher than the value as defined in this Act because 
of advances by the appraiser in similar cases then pending on 
appeal for reappraisement or re-reappraisement, and if the 
importer’s contention in such pending cases shall subsequently 
be sustained, wholly or in part, by a final decision on reap- 
praisement or re-reappraisement, and if it shall appear that 
such action of the importer on entry was taken in good faith, 
the Collector shall liquidate the entry in accordance with the 
final appraisement. 


(c) Basis of Rate.—¥or the purpose of determining the rate 
of duty to be assessed upon any merchandise when the rate is 
based upon or regulated in any manner by the value of the 
merchandise, the final appraised value shall (except as pro- 
vided in Section 562 of this Act) be taken to be the value of 
the merchandise. 
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Sec. 504. Coverings and Containers. 


If there shall be used for covering or holding imported mer- 
chandise, whether dutiable or free of duty, any unusual 
material, article, or form designed for use otherwise than in 
the bona fide transportation of such merchandise to the United 
States, additional duties shall be levied upon such material, 
article, or form at the rate or rates to which the same would 
be subjected if separately imported. 


Sec. 505. Payment of Duties. 


The consignee shall deposit with the Collector, at the time of 
making entry, unless the merchandise is entered for warehouse 
or transportation, or under bond, the amount of duty estimated 
to be payable thereon. Upon receipt of the appraiser’s report 
and of the various reports of landing, weight, gauge, or measure- 
ment the Collector shall ascertain, fix, and liquidate the rate 
and amount of duties to be paid on such merchandise as pro- 
vided by law and shall give notice of such liquidation in the 
form and manner prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and collect any increased or additional duties due or refund 
any excess of duties deposited as determined on such liquida- 
tion. 


Sec. 506. Allowance for Abandonment and Damage. 


Allowance shall be made in the estimation and liquidation of 
duties under regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury in the following cases : 

(1) Abandonment Within Thirty Days.—Where the im- 
porter abandons to the United States, within thirty days 
after entry in the case of merchandise not sent to the 
appraiser’s stores for examination, or within thirty days 
after the release of the examination packages or quantities 
of merchandise in the case of merchandise sent to the ap- 
praiser’s stores for examination, any imported merchandise 
representing 5 per cent. or more of the total value of all 
the merchandise of the same class or kind entered in the 
invoice in which the item appears, and delivers, within 
the applicable thirty-day period, the portion so abandoned 
to such place as the Collector directs unless the Collector 
is satisfied that the merchandise is so far destroyed as to 
be nondeliverable ; 


(2) Perishable Merchandise, Condemned.—Where fruit or 
other perishable merchandise has been condemned at the 
port of entry, within ten days after landing, by the health 
officers or other legally constituted authorities, and the con- 
signee, within five days after such condemnation, files with 
the collector written notice thereof, an invoiced description 
and the location thereof, and the name of the vessel or 
vehicle in which imported. 


Sec. 507. Tare and Draft. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorised to prescribe 
and issue regulations for the ascertainment of tare upon imported 
merchandise, including the establishment of reasonable and just 
schedule tares therefor, but in no case shall there be any allow- 
ance for draft or for impurities, other than excessive moisture 
and impurities not usually found in or upon such or similar 
merchandise. 


Sec. 508. Commingling of Goods. 

Whenever dutiable merchandise and merchandise which 1s free 
of duty or merchandise subject to different rates of duty are so 
packed together or mingled that the quantity or value of each 
class of such merchandise cannot be readily ascertained by the 
Customs officers, the whole of such merchandise shall be subject 
to the highest rate of duty applicable to any part thereof, unless 
the importer or consignee shall segregate such merchandise at his 
own risk and expense under Customs supervision within ten days 
after entry thereof, in order that the quantity and value of each 
part or class thereof may be ascertained. 


Sec. 509. 


Collectors, appraisers, and judges and divisions of the United 
States Customs Court may cite to appear before them or any of 
them and to examine upon oath, which said officers or any of them 
are hereby authorised to administer, any owner, importer, con- 
signee, agent, or other person upon any matter or thing which 
they, or any of them, may deem material respecting any imported 
merchandise then under consideration or previously imported 
within one year, in ascertaining the classification or the value 
thereof or the rate or amount of duty ; and they, or any of them, 
may require the production of any letters, accounts, contracts, 
invoices, or other documents relating to said merchandise, and 
may require such testimony to be reduced to writing, and when 
so taken it shall be filed and preserved, under such rules as the 
United States Customs Court may prescribe, and such evidence 
may be given consideration in subsequent proceedings relating to 
such merchandise. 


Examination of Importer and Others. 


Sec. 510. Penalties for Refusal to Give Testimony. 


If any person so cited to appear shall neglect or refuse to 
attend, or shall decline to answer, or shall refuse to answer in 








writing any interrogatories, and subscribe his name to his deposi- 
tion, or to produce such papers when so required by a judge of 
the United States Customs Court, or a division of such court, 
or an appraiser, or a collector, he shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than $20 nor more than $500; and if such person be the 
owner, importer, or consignee, the appraisement last made of such 
merchandise, whether made by an appraiser, a judge of the 
United States Customs Court, or a division of such court, shall 
be final and conclusive against such person; and any person who 
shall wilfully and corruptly swear falsely on an examination 
before any judge of the United States Customs Court, or 
division of such court, or appraiser or collector, shall be deemed 
guilty of perjury ; and if he is the owner, importer, or consignee, 
the merchandise shall be forfeited or the value thereof may be 
recovered from him. 


Sec. 511. 


If any person importing merchandise into the United States 
or dealing in imported merchandise fails, at the request of the 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury, or an appraiser, or person acting as 
appraiser, or a collector, or the United States Customs Court, or 
a judge of such court, as the case may be, to permit a duly 
accredited officer of the United States to inspect his books, 
papers, records, accounts, documents, or correspondence, pertain- 
ing to the value or classification of such merchandise, then while 
such failure continues the Secretary of the Treasury, under 
regulations prescribed by him, (1) shall prohibit the importation 
of merchandise into the United States by or for the account of 
such person, and (2) shall instruct the collectors to withhold 
delivery of merchandise imported by or for the account of such 
person. If such failure continues for a period of one year from 
the date of such instruction the collector shall cause the mer- 
chandise, unless previously exported, to be sold at public auction 
as in the case of forfeited merchandise. 


Inspection of Importer’s Books. 


Sec. 512 deals with the deposit of duty receipts with the 
Treasury; and Sec. 513 with the wmmunity of Customs officers 
towards owners, umporters, consignees or agents. 


Secs. 514 and 515. Protest Against Collector’s Decisions. 


Sec. 514. Except as provided in subdivision (b) of Section 516 
of this Act (relating to protests by American manufacturers, 
producers, and ogee gp all decisions of the Collector, in- 
cluding the legality of all orders and findings entering into 
the same, as to the rate and amount of duties chargeable, and 
as to all exactions of whatever character (within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury), and his decisions ex- 
cluding any merchandise from entry or delivery, under any 
provision of the Customs Jaws, and his liquidation or re-liquida- 
tion of any entry, or refusal to pay any claim for drawback, 
or his refusal to reliquidate any entry for a clerical error dis- 
covered within one year after the date of entry, or within sixty 
days after liquidation or reliquidation when such liquidation 
or reliquidation is made more than ten months after the date 
of entry, shall, upon the expiration of sixty days after the 
date of such liquidation, reliquidation, decision, or refusal, be 
final and conclusive upon all persons (including the United 
States and any officer thereof), unless the importer, a, 
or agent of the person paying such charge or exaction, or filing 
such claim for drawback, or seeking such entry or delivery, 
shall, within sixty days after, but not before such liquidation, 
reliquidation, decision, or refusal, as the case may be, as well 
in cases of merchandise entered in bond as for consumption, 
file a protest in writing with the Collector setting forth dis- 
tinctly and specifically, and in respect to each entry, payment, 
claim, decision or refusal the reasons for the objection thereto. 
The reliquidation of an entry shall not open such entry so that 
a protest may be filed against the decision of the Collector upon 
any question not involved in such reliquidation, 


Sec. 515. Upon the filing of such protest the Collector shall 
within ninety days thereafter review his decision, and may 
modify the same in whole or in part and thereafter remit or 
refund any duties, charge, or exaction found to have been 
assessed or collected in excess, or pay any drawback found 
due, of which notice shall be given as in the case of the original 
liquidation, and against which protest may be filed within the 
same time and in the same manner and under the same condi- 
tions as against the original liquidation or decision. If the 
Collector shall, upon such review, affirm his original decision, 
or if a protest shall be filed against his modification of any 
decision, and, in the case of merchandise entered for con- 
sumption, if all duties and charges shall be paid, then the Col- 
lector shall forthwith transmit the entry and the accompanying 
papers, and all the exhibits connected therewith, to the United 
States Customs Court for due assignment and determination, 
as provided by law. Such determination shall be final and 
conclusive upon all persons, and the papers transmitted shall 
be returned, with the decision and denen order thereon, to 
the Collector, who shall take action accordingly, except in 
cases in which an appeal shall be filed in the United States 
Court of Customs and Patent Appeals within the time and in 
the manner provided by law. 


Sec. 516. Appeal or Protest by American Producers. 


(a) Value.—Whenever an American manufacturer, producer. 
or wholesaler believes that the appraised value of any imported 
merchandise of a class or kind manufactured, produced, or sold 
at wholesale by him is too low, he may file with the Secretary 
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of the Treasury a complaint setting forth the value at which 
he believes the merchandise should be appraised and the facts 
upon which he bases his belief. The Secretary shall thereupon 
transmit a copy of such complaint to the appraiser at each port 
of entry where the merchandise is usually imported. ntil 
otherwise directed by the Secretary, the appraiser shall report 
each subsequent importation of the merchandise giving the 
entry number, the name of the importer, the appraised value, 
and his reasons for the appraisement. If the Secretary does 
not agree with the action of the appraiser, he shall instruct 
the Collector to file an appeal for a reappraisement as provided 
in Section 501 of this Act, and such manufacturer, producer, 
or wholesaler shall have the right to appear and to be heard 
as a party in interest under such rules as the United States 
Customs Court may prescribe. The Secretary shall notify such 
manufacturer, ssbeaie, or wholesaler of the action taken by 
such appraiser, giving the port of entry, the entry number, and 
the appraised value of such merchandise and the action he has 
taken thereon. If the appraiser advances the entered value of 
merchandise upon the information furnished by the American 
manufacturer, producer, or wholesaler, and an appeal is taken 
by the consignee, such manufacturer, producer, or wholesaler 
shall have the right to appear and to be heard as a party in 
interest, under such rules as the United States Customs Court 
may prescribe. If the American manufacturer, producer, or 
wholesaler is not satisfied with the action of the Secretary, or 
the action of the appraiser thereon, he may file, within thirty 
days after the date of the mailing of the Secretary’s notice, 
an appeal for a reappraisement in the same manner and with 
the same effect as an appeal by a consignee under the pro- 
visions of Section 501 of this Act. 


(b) Classification.—The Secretary of the Treasury shall, upon 
written request by an American manufacturer, producer, or 
wholesaler, furnish the classification of and the rate of duty, 
if any, imposed upon designated imported merchandise of a 
class or kind manufactured, produced, or sold at wholesale by 
him, If such manufacturer, producer, or wholesaler believes 
that the proper rate of duty is not being assessed, he may file 
a complaint with the Secretary of the Treasury setting forth a 
description of the merchandise, the classification, and the rate 
or rates of duty he believes proper, and the reasons for his 
belief. If the Secretary decides that the classification of or 
rate of duty assessed upon the merchandise is not correct, he 
shall notify the Collectors as to the proper classification and 
rate of duty and shall so inform such manufacturer, producer, 
or wholesaler, and such rate of duty shall be assessed upon all 
such merchandise imported or withdrawn from warehouse after 
thirty days after the date of such notice to the Collectors. If 
the Secretary decides that the classification and rate of duty 
are correct, he shall so inform such manufacturer, producer, or 
wholesaler, and shall, under such regulations as he may pre- 
scribe, cause publication to be made of his decision, together 
with notice that the classification of and the rate of duty on 
all such merchandise imported or withdrawn from warehouse 
after the expiration of thirty days after such publication will 
be subject to the decision of the United States Customs Court 
in the event that a protest is filed under the provisions of this 
subdivision. If dissatisfied with the decision of the Secretary, 
such manufacturer, producer, or wholesaler may file with him 
a notice that he desires to protest the classification or the rate 
of duty imposed upon the merchandise, and upon receipt of 
such notice the Secretary shall furnish him with such informa- 
tion as to the entries and consignees of such merchandise, 
entered after the expiration of thirty days after the publica- 
tion of the decision of the Secretary, at the port of entry 
designated by the manufacturer, producer, or wholesaler in his 
notice of desire to protest, as will enable him to protest the 
classification of or the rate of duty imposed upon such mer- 
chandise when liquidated at such port. The Secretary shall 
direct the collector at such port to notify such manufacturer, 
producer, or wholesaler immediately upon the liquidation of 
the first of such entries to be liquidated. Such manufacturer, 
producer, or wholesaler may file, within thirty days after the 
date of such liquidation, with the Collector of such port a pro- 
test in writing setting forth a description of the merchandise 
and the classification and the rate of duty he believes proper. 
Upon the filing of any such protest the Collector shall notify 
the Secretary of the Treasury who shall order the suspension, 
pending the decision of the United States Customs Court upon 
such protest, of the liquidation, at all ports, of all unliquidated 
entries of such merchandise imported or withdrawn from ware- 
house after the expiration of thirty days after the publication 
of the Secretary’s decision. All entries of such merchandise so 
imported or withdrawn shall be liquidated, or if already 
liquidated, shall, if necessary, be reliquidated, in conformity 
with such decision of the United States Customs Court. If, 
upon appeal to the Court of Customs and Patent Appeals, the 
decision of the United States Customs Court is reversed, the 
classification of the merchandise and the rate of duty imposed 
thereon shall be in accordance with the decision of the Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals, and any necessary reliquida- 
tion shall be made. The provisions of this subdivision shall 
apply only in the case of complaints filed after the effective 
date of this Act. 


(c) Hearing and Determination.—A copy of every appeal and 
every protest filed by an American manufacturer, producer, 
or wholesaler under the provisions of this Section shall be 
mailed by the collector to the consignee or his agent within 
five days after the filing thereof, and such consignee or his 
agent shall have the right to appear and to be heard as a 
party in interest before the United States Customs Court. The 





collector shall transmit the entry and all papers and exhibits 
accompanying or connected therewith to the United States 
Customs Court for due assignment and determination of the 
proper value or of the proper classification and rate of duty. 
The decision of the United States Customs Court upon any 
such appeal or protest shall be final and conclusive upon all 
parties unless an appeal is taken by either party to the Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals, as provided in Sections 501 
and 515 of this Act. 


(d) Inspection of Documents.—In proceedings instituted 
under the provisions of this Section an American manufacturer, 
producer, or wholesaler shall not have the right to inspect 
any documents or papers of the consignee or importer disclos- 
ing any information which the United States Customs Court or 
any judge or division thereof shall deem unnecessary or 
improper to be disclosed to him. 


Sec. 517. Frivolous Protest or Appeal. 


The United States Customs Court shall, upon motion of 
counsel for the Government, and may, upon its own motion, 
decide whether any appeal for reappraisement or protest filed 
under the provisions of Section 501, 514, 515 or 516 of this Act 
is frivolous, and, if said court shall decide that such appeal 
or protest is frivolous, a penalty of not less than $5 or more 
than $250 shall be assessed against the person filing such appeal 
or protest : Provided, That all appeals for reappraisement or 
protests filed by the same person and raising the same issue 
shall, if held frivolous by said court, be consolidated and 
deemed one proceeding for the purpose of imposing the penalty 
provided in this Section: Provided further, That the person 
against whom such penalty is assessed may have a review by 
the Court of Customs and Patent Appeals of the decision of 
the United States Customs Court by filing an appeal within 
the time and in the manner provided by Section 198 of the 
Judicial Code, as amended. 


Sec. 518 deals with the constitution of the United States 
Customs Court, its rules of procedure, etc.; and Src. 519 with 
the publication of its decisions. 


Sec. 520. Refunds by Secretary of Treasury. 


(a) Authorised.—The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorised to refund duties and correct errors in liquidation oi 
entries in the following cases : 


(1) Excess Deposit.—Whenever it is ascertained on final 
liquidation or reliquidation of an entry that more money 
has been deposited or paid than was required by law to be 
so deposited or paid ; 


(2) Erroneous Charges.—Whenever it is determined in 
the manner required by law that any fees, charges, or 
exactions, other than duties, have been erroneously 
collected ; 


(3) Clerical Error.—Whenever a clerical error is dis- 
covered in any entry or liquidation within one year after 
the date of entry, or within sixty days after liquidation 
when liquidation is made more than ten months after 
the date of entry; and 


(4) Household Govds.—Whenever duties have been paid 
on household or personal effects which by law were not 
subject to duty, notwithstanding a protest was not filed 
within the time and in the manner prescribed by law. 


(b) Appropriation.—The necessary moneys to make such 
refunds are hereby appropriated, and this appropriation shall 
be deemed a permanent and indefinite appropriation. 


Sec. 521. Leliquidation en Account of Fraud. 


If the Collector finds probable cause to believe there is fraud 
in the case, he may reliquidate an entry within two years 
(exclusive of the time during which a protest is pending) after 
the date of liquidation or last reliquidation. 


Sec. 522. Conversion of Currency. 


(a) Value of Foreign Coin Proclaimed by Secretary of 
T'reasury.—Section 25 of the Act of August 27, 1894, entitled 
‘““An Act to reduce taxation, to provide revenue for the 
Government, and for other purposes,’’ as amended, is _ re- 
enacted without change as follows : 


‘* Sec. 25. That the value of foreign coin as expressed 
in the money of account of the United States shall be 
that of the pure metal of such coin of standard value; 
and the values of the standard coins in circulation of 
the various nations of the world shall be estimated quarterly 
by the Director of the Mint and be proclaimed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury quarterly on the Ist day of 
January, April, July and October in each year.’’ 


(b) Proclaimed Value Basis of Conversion.—For the purpose 
of the assessment and collection of duties upon merchandise 
imported into the United States on or after the day of the 
enactment of this Act, wherever it is necessary to convert 
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foreign currency into currency of the United States, such con- 
version, except as provided in subdivision (c), shall be made 
at the values proclaimed by the Secretary of the Treasury 
under the provisions of Section 25 of such Act of August 27, 
1894, as amended, for the quarter in which the merchandise 
was exported. 


(c) Market Rate When no Proclamation.—If no such value 
has been proclaimed, or if the value so proclaimed varies by 
5 per cent. or more from a value measured by the buying rate 
in the New York market at noon on the day of exportation, 
conversion shall be made at a value measured by such buying 
rate. If the date of exportation falls upon a Sunday or holiday, 
then the buying rate at noon on the last preceding business day 
shall be used. For the purposes of this subdivision such buying 
rate shall be the buying rate for cable transfers payable in the 
foreign currency so to be converted; and shall be determined 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York and certified daily 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, who shall make it public 
at such times and to such extent as he deems necessary. In 
ascertaining such buying rate such Federal reserve bank may in 
its discretion (1) take into consideration the last ascertainable 
transactions and quotations, whether direct or through exchange 
of other currencies, and (2) if there is no market buying rate 
for such cable transfers, calculate such rate from actual trans- 
actions and quotations in demand or time bills of exchange. 


Sec. 523 to 525 deal with the status, duties, etc., of certain 
oficvals, and the disposal of receipts from reimbursible charges. 


Sec. 526. Merchandise Bearing American T'rade-Mark. 


(a) Importation Prohibited.—It shall be unlawful to import 
into the United States any merchandise of foreign manufacture 
if such merchandise, or the label, sign, print, package, wrapper, 
or receptacle, bears a trade-mark owned by a citizen of, or by a 
corporation or association created or organised within, the United 
States, and registered in the Patent Office by a person domiciled 
in the United States, under the provisions of the Act entitled 
‘An Act to authorise the registration of trade-marks used in 
commerce with foreign nations or among the several States or 
with Indian tribes, and to protect the same,’’ approved February 
20,1905, as amended, and if copy of the certificate of registration 
of such trade-mark is filed with the Secretary of the Treasury, in 
the manner provided in Section 27 of such Act, unless written 
consent of the owner of such trade-mark is produced at the time 
of making entry. 


(b) Seizure and Forfeiture.—Any such merchandise imported 
into the United States in violation of the provisions of this 
Section shall be subject to seizure and forfeiture for violation of 
the Customs laws. 


(c) Injunction and Damages.—Any person dealing in any such 
merchandise may be enjoined from dealing therein within the 
United States or may 
merchandise or to remove or obliterate such trade-mark and shall 
be liable for the same damages and profits provided for wrongful 
use of a trade-mark, under the provisions of such Act of Feb- 
ruary 20, 1905, as amended. 


Sec. 527 deals with the importation of wild mammals and birds 
(or parts or products thereof) in violation of foreign law. 


PART IV (SECTIONS 551 to 565) deals with TRANSPORTA- 
TION IN BOND and with WAREHOUSING OF

Sec. 641 relates to the licensing of Custom House brokers. 


Sec. 642. Investigation of Methods of Valuation. 


The President is requested (1) to cause a survey to be made, 
by such agency or agencies as he may designate or appoint, of 
bases for the valuation of imported merchandise for the assess- 
ment of Customs duties, particularly with a view to determining 
the extent to which values in the United States may properly be 
used as a basis for the assessment of Customs duties ; and (2) to 
submit to the Congress, at the earliest practicable date, a report 
thereon, with such recommendations for legislation as he may 
deem advisable, including such formule as he may propose for 
adjusting the rates of duty imposed by this Act to conform to 
any change in basis he may recommend. There are hereby autho- 
rised to be appropriated such sums as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this Section to be expended in the discretion 
of the President. 


Sec. 643 relates to the application of the Customs Reorganisa- 
tion Act; and Src. 644 to the application of the A*r Commerce 
Act of 1926.

Sec. 645 relates to travel and subsistence allowances. 


Sec. 646 relates to tenure and retirement of judges of the 
United States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals. 


Sec. 647 relates to review of decisions of the Court of 
Customs and Patent Appeals. 


Sec. 648. Uncertified Cheques, United States Notes, and 
National Bank Notes Receivable for Customs Duties. 


Collectors of Customs may receive uncertified cheques, United 
States notes, and circulating notes of national banking associa- 
tions in payment of duties on imports, during such time and 
under such rules and regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe; but if a cheque so received is not 
paid the person by whom such cheque has been tendered shall 
remain liable for the payment of the duties and for all legal 
penalties and additions to the same extent as if such cheque 
had not been tendered. 


Sec. 649 prescribes that Customs attachés shall hereafter be 
known as ‘‘ Treasury attachés.”’

Sec. 651. Repeals.

Sec. 652. Separabulity of Provisions. 


If any provision of this Act, or the application thereof to 
any person or circumstances, is held invalid, the remainder 
of the Act, and the application of such provision to other 
persons or circumstances, shall not be affected thereby. 


Sec. 653. Effective Date of Act. 


Except as otherwise provided, this Act shall take effect 
on the day following the date of its enactment.

CENSUS OF SEAMEN. 


MARCH 31, 


1929. 





NUMBER, AGES, AND NATIONALITIES OF SEAMEN, 


AND DISTRIBUTION 


OF CREWS EMPLOYED ON VESSELS REGISTERED 
IN THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The census in respect of seamen who were employed 
on March 381, 1929, on vessels registered under 
Part I. of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, in the 
United Kingdom, the Isle of Man, and the Channel 
Islands, has been taken in similar detail, with the 
exception of the changes to which reference is made 
below, to the census of seamen employed on March 31, 
1928. The results of that census were published in a 
supplement to the ‘“‘ B.T.J.,’’ Vol. CXXIII. (New 
Series), No. 1706, dated August 15, 1929. The ratings 
of the seamen employed on March 31, 1929, in the 
coasting, home and foreign trades have been classified 
into three departmental groups: deck staff, engine- 
room staff and other staff. The distribution of the 
crews and the ages of the seamen are shown according 
to certain gross tonnage groups of the vessels on which 
they were employed. The nationality classification 
has been limited to the distinction of British, 
Foreigners and Lascars, and five age groups have been 
shown. These age groups differ from those shown in 
the previous census and are mainly a combination of 
the age groupings adopted for occupational mortality 
rates by the Registrar-General for England and Wales. 
Divisions at the ages of 18 and 25, made for depart- 
mental purposes, have been used for continuing certain 
comparisons in former reports (see p. vi.). Seamen em- 
ployed on fishing vessels and on yachts have been ex- 
cluded from the scope of the census. A table showing 
the numbers of seamen employed on March 31, 1929, 
on vessels holding sea-going passenger certificates 
issued by the Board of Trade, and certain other 
passenger-carrying vessels registered in the United 
Kingdom has been prepared on the same basis as the 
corresponding table shown in respect of the census of 
March 81, 1928, in order that a comparison may readily 
be made between the figures relating to the two years. 


The particulars shown in the following tables have 
been compiled from data collected from lists of crews 
and other documents received by the Registrar-General 
of Shipping and Seamen, at the termination of voyages 
covering the appointed day. They do not show the 
total number of seamen who follow the sea-service, but 
only those actually employed on the specified day on 
sea-trading vessels (i.e., sea-going vessels other than 
yachts and fishing vessels) registered under Part I. of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. In this respect 
they differ from the employment tables for years prior 
to 1926, published in the Annual Statement of Naviga- 
tion and Shipping, which related to the first crews of 
all vessels employed at any time during the year. 


In addition to the vessels employed on March 31, 
1929, there were employed at some other time in the 
course of 1929, 791 vessels of 100 tons gross and over, 
their aggregate tonnage being 1,882,008 net and 
3,163,261 gross. The total number of the first crews of 
such vessels in 1929 was 37,138. The number em- 
ployed on vessels under 100 tons gross which, though 
not having a crew on March 31, were employed at some 
time during 1929 has not been ascertained. On 
March 31 only 1,368 persons were employed on vessels 
of less than 100 tons gross, there being 516 such 
vessels covered by the Census, whose aggregate ton- 
nage was 36,526 gross. 


DEFINITIONS. 


The term ‘‘ seaman ”’ is used throughout this Report 
to include all persons, without exception, who appear 
as members of the crew upon the agreements or 
‘* lists ’’ rendered under Sections 118, 119 or 253 of the 





Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. The men included 
under the heading ‘‘ Lasears’’ are Asiatics and East 
Africans employed under Agreements for natives of 
Asia or East Africa, which open and terminate in 
Asia. ‘* Coasting trade ’’ is trade from port to port of 
the United Kingdom (Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland) or the Isle of Man, otherwise than as part of 
a foreign voyage. ‘‘ Home trade”’ is trade within 
the limits of the British Islands and the Continent of 
Kurope between the River Elbe and Brest. ‘* Foreign 
trade ’’ is trade beyond the above-mentioned limits. 
Vessels registered in the ‘‘ United Kingdom ’’ at the 
censal date in 1929 are vessels registered at ports in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 


The Deck Department includes navigating officers, 
able seamen, and all other persons whose duties relate 
directly to the navigation of the ship. Wireless 
operators are also included in the numbers in this 
group, and, in the case of vessels carrying cattle and 
other animals as cargo, the men attending to such 
animals. The Engine Room Department includes 
engineer officers, firemen, greasers, and all others em- 
ployed in attendance on the main and auxiliary 
machinery. Refrigerating engineers and electricians 
are also included. The Stewards’ Department includes 
stewards, cooks and all others employed in attending 
on the passengers or crew. All clerical staff are in- 
cluded in this group together with pursers, doctors and 
musicians. 


COMPARISON WITH THE CENSUSES OF 1927 AND 1928. 


The following summary table shows the number of 
seamen employed on March 31, 1927, 1928 and 1929 
on sea-going vessels (except yachts and fishing vessels) 
registered, at those dates, at ports in Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, the Isle of Man, and the Chan- 
nel Islands, under Part I. of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, or Acts consolidated therein; and the

\iarch, 1928, but there was a decrease in the number 
and tonnage of vessels employed, at the dates com- 
pared, in trading solely between ports of the United 
Kingdom. 

The vessels engaged in trading on the coasts of the 
United Kingdom were, as the table shows, smaller on 
{he average in each class than the vessels of the same 
class trading between United Kingdom ports and ports 
across the narrow seas. Sailing vessels are relatively 
more important in the former group than in the latter; 
the major part of the tonnage in each case is steam 


driven. 
LASCARS AND [OREIGNERS. 


British (other than luscars) accounted for 65-6 per 
cent. of the total number of seamen on trading vessels 
on March 81, 1929, against 66-2 per cent. on March 31, 
1928, and 66-0 per cent. on March 31, 1927. The pro- 
portion of foreigners (other than lascars) which de- 
creased from 8-0 per cent. in 1927 to 7-6 per cent. in 
1928 rose to 8:1 per cent. in March, 1929; and the pro- 
portion of lascars, which increased from 26-0 per cent. 
in 1927 to 26:2 per cent. in 1928 showed a further in- 
crease in 1929 to 26°3 per cent. 

In the Report on the Census of Seamen employed at 
March 381, 1926, the distribution of the lascars was 
shown in some detail. Three years having elapsed since 
the publication of that Report, a comparison between 
the figures available then and those obtained by the 
present census may be of interest. In 1926, 87-2 per 
cent. and in 1929, 84-5 per cent. of the lascars enumer- 
ated were employed on vessels manned by lascars with 
officers of Western races. These vessels were employed 
mainly in Mastern waters, and in number they repre- 
sented 22:2 per cent. in 1926, and 22-7 per cent. in 
1929, of the total number of steam and motor vessels 
engaged in the foreign trade on the census date. The 
remaining lascars, 12°8 per cent. in 1926 and 15-5 per 
cent. in 1929, were ineluded with the ‘‘ mixed crews ”’ 
on 3-9 per cent. and 4:3 per cent. respectively, of the 
steam and motor vessels employed, while 73:9 per 
cent. in 1926 and 73:0 per cent. in 1929, of the steam 
and motor vessels employed in the foreign trade did 
not number lascars among their crews. Of the total 
number of the crews of the steam and motor vessels 
70°5 per cent. in 1926 and 70°7 per cent. in 1929 were 
other than lascars, including 61-8 and 62-1 per cent. 
respectively, recorded as British. 

In the following table, steam and motor vessels em- 
ployed in the foreign trade at March 81, 1926 and 1929, 
are grouped according to the classification of lascars 
among the crews :—

Of the lascar crews with officers of Western races 
which were employed at March 81, 1929, 88 per cent. 
of the lasears were recorded on 294 vessels of between 
4,000 and 6,000 tons gross, 26 per cent. on 160 vessels 
of between 6,000 and 8,000 tons gross, and 36 per cent. 
on 211 vessels belonging to other tonnage groups. The 
mixed crews were mainly on ships of 4,000 tons gross 
and over. In vessels of between 4,000 and 6,000 tons 
vross, the average number of the crew was 72 in cases 
where the vessels were manned by lascars, with 
Western officers, and 89 in the case of vessels having 
crews without lasears. In vessels of between 6,000 and

8,000 tons gross the averages were 92 and 52, while in 
vessels of other tonnage groups the averages were 92 
and 64 respectively. It should be borne in mind that 
in the case of ships carrying no lascars, a larger pro- 
portion were freight carriers without passenger accom- 
modation than was the case in vessels which numbered 
lascars among the crew. 

The crews of the vessels, sailing, motor and steam, 


engaged in the foreign trade were made up as follows 
at the censal dates in 1927, 1928 and 1929 :—

There was thus an increase of 1,339 British seamen 
in 1928, and a further increase of 739 in 1929, while 
the numbers of lascars increased by 383 and 1,126 
respectively. On the other hand, foreign seamen (other 
than lascars) who, at the censal date in 1928 numbered 
816 less than a year earlier, increased in the following 
year by 1,117.

In the Deck Department, the number of British sea- 
men employed was slightly greater in 1929 than in 
1928, and 1-7 per cent. less than in 1927; the number 
of foreigners (other than lascars) was 12-2 per cent. 
greater in 1929 than in 1928, and 1:4 per cent. greater 
than in 1927, while the lascars employed varied little 
between 1927 and 1928, but increased by 8:4 per cent. 
in 1929. 

In the Engine Room Department, the number of 
British employed was approximately the same in 1929 
as in 1928, but 1:1 per cent. less than in 1927. The 
number of foreigners (other than lascars) was 6°9 per 
cent. and 6-0 per cent. greater than in 1928 and 1927 
respectively, and the number of lascars employed 
showed a small increase in 1928-29, but was less than 
in 1927. 


The number of British among the Stewards’ Staffs 
increased by 3:0 per cent. in 1929 as compared with 
1928, and by 7:2 per cent. as compared with 1927, 
while the number of lascars increased by 1:9 per cent. 
between 1928 and 1929, and by 7:7 per cent. between 
1927 and 1929. The number of foreigners (other than 
lascars) among the catering staff was comparatively 
small in each year.

It will be seen from the above table that seamen 
employed in the foreign trade included a larger pro- 
portion of those in the younger age-groups than those 
employed in the home trade, and that nearly one-half 
of the seamen employed in the foreign trade were be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 35.

In the home (including coasting) trade the numbers 
of British seamen employed in 1929 were greater than 
in 1928 in each of the age groups shown in the above 
table. On the other hand, comparing 1929 with 1927, 
there was a falling off in the numbers recorded in each 
age group. In the foreign trade, the numbers of 
British seamen employed were greater in 1929 than in 
1928 or 1927, and the greater part of the increase 
occurred in the seamen between 25 and 35 years of 
age.

The figures in the above table show that, of the total 
number of seamen whose ages were stated, the age- 
group 20 to 34 years accounted for 47:7 per cent. of 
the deck staff, 50°5 per cent. of the engine-room staff, 
and 49-5 per cent. of the stewards’ department. The 
respective percentages of the total represented by the 
age groups 3d to 54 and 55 to 64 years were 30°2 and 
56 for deck, 42-4 and 5°8 for engine-room, and 
33°1 and 3°7 for stewards. Seamen of 65 years of 
age and over were comparatively few in number in 
each department.

small number employed on vessels under 100 tons gross 
which were without crews on March 31. The corre- 
sponding aggregate number of seamen employed in 
1928 was approximately 239,600. 


The comparison of the numbers of the crews with 
the number and the tonnage of the vessels involves the 
consideration of numerous factors affecting those rela- 
tions, in respect of which full information is not avail- 
able. Nevertheless, if we consider the numbers of 
seamen employed in relation to the gross tonnage of 
the steam and motor vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade in the various tonnage groups distinguished, the 
relative numbers proceeding from smaller to larger 
vessels show a continuous decrease in the vessels not 
employed as passenger vessels, An average of 18-4 per- 
sons for each 1,000 tons was required to man the 
vessels of under 2,000 tons gross, compared with 5-6 
persons for each 1,000 tons in the vessels of 10,000 
to 14,000 tons gross. Passenger-carrying vessels also 
show a continuous decrease until the group containing 
the vessels of 6,000 to 8,000 tons gross is reached. 
From that point an unbroken increase commences. 
Passenger-carrying vessels of under 2,000 tons, em- 
ployed 40:4 persons per 1,000 tons, while similar ves- 
sels in the 6,000 to 8,000 tons group employed 14:7 
persons per 1,000 tons; those in the 8,000 to 10,000 
tons group, 17-3 persons per 1,000 tons; and those in 
the groups 10,000 to 14,000 tons and 14,000 tons and 
over, 176 and 20:2 persons respectively per 1,000 


tons gross. 


CREWS IN PASSENGER VESSELS. 


The results of an analysis by departments of the 
crews employed in passenger-carrying vessels that were 
registered in the United Kingdom and in the Isle of 
Man, is shown in Table V. on page xi. Im this table 
particulars are included of every vessel employed at 
the censal date in 1929, which held a sea-going pas- 
senger certificate issued by the Board of Trade, and in 
addition, certain other vessels fitted for the carriage 
of passengers, many of which were trading abroad and 
obtained passenger certificates locally. The figures in 
respect of passenger tonnage in employment do not, of 
course, show the extent to which the available pas- 
senger accommodation was utilised. The principal 
trades in which the vessels and seamen were employed 
have been grouped. To determine the trade in which 
a vessel should be classified recourse has been had to 
Lloyd’s Daily Index and the route traversed by the 
vessel on or about the specified date has been taken 
as the basis. In the group ‘‘ Other Trades,’’ the 
majority of the vessels for which figures are included 
did not hold Board of Trade sea-going passenger certi- 
ficates, but it is known that they were employed in 
local passenger-carrying trades, chiefly in Eastern 


waters. 


It will be seen from the above-mentioned table that 
503 steam and motor passenger-carrying vessels with 
a gross tonnage of 4,812,730 (2,571,083 net) were 
enumerated as employed in the foreign trade on March 
31, 1929. The number of vessels was 9 less and the 
sross tonnage 49,212 (25,023 net) less than the corre- 
sponding figures for March 31, 1928. The crews num- 
bered 81,104 in 1929, and 81,090 in 1928. In the home 
and coasting trade, 106 passenger vessels were em- 
ployed at the census date in each year, the gross ton- 
nage in 1929 aggregated 142,718 tons (62,140 net), as 
compared with 140,659 tons gross (61,712 net) in 1928, 
while the crews totalled 3,749 in 1929, and 8,685 in 
the earlier year. In 1928 and 1929 the gross tonnage of 
the passenger vessels represented approximately 29 per 
cent. of the aggregate gross tonnage employed in the 
foreign trade, and over 13 per cent. of the aggregate 
gross tonnage employed in the home and coasting trade. 
The crews employed on passenger vessels in the foreign 
trade comprised 50,073 British in 1929, and 50,519 in 
1928, 3,518 foreigners in 1929 and 3,620 in 1928, and 
97.518 lascars in 1929 and 26,951 in 1928; of the lascars

about 24,000 were employed in each year on vessels 
trading either to, or in, Eastern waters. Only 10 
foreigners in 1929 and 12 in 1928 were employed on 
the passenger vessels recorded in the home and coast- 
ing trade. 


With regard to the steam and motor vessels (other 
than passenger vessels) in the foreign trade, the number 
increased in 1928-29 from 2,344 to 2,422, and the gross 
tonnage increased from 10,558,794 to 11,068,314, while 
the crews included 63,657 British in 1929 and 62,469 
in 1928, 12,271 foreigners in 1929 and 11,053 in 1928, 
and 26,058 lasears in the later, and 25,494 in the earlier 
year.

The largest vessels were employed in the passenger 
trade to and from the North American Continent. In 
1929 the average gross tonnage of the 35 vessels in this 
group was 19,400 tons; the 59 vessels in the Australian 
and New Zealand trade averaged 12,500 tons gross; 
the 40 vessels trading to South and Central America 
averaged 9,500 tons gross; the average tonnage of the 
121 vessels engaged in the trade with the East Indies, 
China and Japan was 8,900 tons gross, and that of the 
43 vessels trading with South and West Africa was 
8,200 tons gross. In the foreign trade, the largest 
numbers of vessels in any one tonnage group (91 in 
1929 and 101 in 1928) were recorded in the 6,000 and 
under 8,000 tonnage range, while the number of vessels 
employed of a gross tonnage greater than 14,000, rose 
from 69 in 1928 to 77 in 1929. 


The relative importance of the staffs in the three 
departments of passenger, and of other, vessels, is 
shown below by a comparison of the persons employed 
per 100,000 tons gross of shipping at the censal dates 
in 1928 and 1929: —

It will be seen from the above table that the numbers 
required in the deck department differed little as be- 
tween passenger and other vessels, whilst the greater 
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power of the engines in passenger vessels is reflected 
in the relatively larger engine-room staffs of those 
vessels, as compared with other vessels. It is also of 
importance that the passenger vessels included in 
their engine-room staffs a larger proportion of lascars 
than was serving in other vessels, namely, in 1929 
43 per cent. as against 25 per cent. and, in 1928, 
41 per cent. as against 26 per cent. The catering, etc., 
staff of all the passenger vessels enumerated was, on 
average, about seven times as large as that required for 
non-passenger-carrying vessels, and the total crew re- 
quired to run a passenger vessel averaged about 90 per 
cent. greater than that of vessels of similar size em- 
ployed otherwise. Considering the vessels in the class 
14,000 tons gross and above which held passenger certi- 
ficates, the numbers employed in 1929 per 1,000 tons 
gross were deck 3-2, engine-room 3-9, and stewards, 
etc., 13-1; the catering staff and others attending to 
the requirements of passengers and crew in this type of 
vessel thus represented nearly two-thirds of the total 
crew. Comparing the figures relating to the crews of 
passenger vessels shown in the above table for March 
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31, 1929, with the corresponding figures for the pre- 
vious year, while the deck department remains un- 
changed, a slight decrease is shown in the engine-room 
staff, and an increase in the stewards’ department. It 
may be noted that the passenger movements at United 
Kingdom ports was somewhat more active in 1929 
than in 1928 at about the census date. 


VESSELS BELONGING TO THE ISLE OF MAN AND 
THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


The vessels belonging to the Isle of Man which were 
employed in sea-trading on March 81, 1929, numbered 
24, with a gross tonnage of 8,973 (3,772 net), and the 
total number of seamen employed was 824. The 
corresponding particulars for vessels belonging to the 
Channel Islands were 18 vessels, aggregating 7,017 tons 
gross (3,336 net), the total number of seamen employed 
being 148. One of these vessels was employed in the 
foreign trade, the others were engaged in the coasting 


or home trade. Over 94 per cent. of the gross tonnage 
was steam.
